Forgetful that he himself had 
nominated 185 of them, or more than four 
times the number who voted for bis bill, 
Mr. Gladstone's description of the functions 
of the Lords was largely made for the ocea- 
sion. It was utterly at variance with his 
many previous declarations It will 
afford a joyous theme for critica 
like Earl Grey and the Duke of 
Argyll. He came very near saying 
that the rights of the peers were merely 
abstract and their duty limited to saying 
“ditto” tothe Commons. Their claim to 
force a dissolution was high treason, said 
he, to the nation’s title to be a self-govern- 
ed country. What would Americans or 
Frenchmen say ot such language, especially 
from the lips of a serious statesman applied 
to their Senate? Granted that the heredi- 
tary principle is a grave defect of the 
Upper Chamber, it is a branch of the estates 
of the realm. Moreover, it embraces more 
highly capable men than can be found in 
the Commons, but it is probable their sin is 
that they are not the marionets of party 
wirepullers; 

Solong as these peers will not make 
themselves a barrier in the way of Mr. 
Gladatone’s sweeping changes and reforms, 
he will not interfere with them. He de- 
clares that he abhors violence. If, however, 








they refuse to work like other parts 
of the constitution, and by this 
Mr. Gladstone means if they  re- 
fuse to work just as he desires, 


then they muat count upon losing their in- 
dependent, irresponsible existence. If they 
bring about a dissolution, Mr. Gladstone 
declares, too late they may lament that 
they ever raised the isaue, Such hectoring, 
truculent language may please the plebs, 
but sober politicians will be led to ask 
whether it is nov intended to cover a defeat. 
From Joho O’Groat’s to Land's End there is 
not the slightest sign of discontent with 
the House of Lords outside the ordinary 
partisan nowspapers, Not one solitary 
publie meeting or even a manufactured de- 
monatration has been promoted againat 
that body. A society called ‘Lhe National 
League for the abolition of the House of 
Lords,” which meets in the rooms of the 
Radical Club, ina back street of Padding. 
ton, not to be confounded with Little Pad- 
dington, has declared itself in a great 
hurry to pull down the Upper Chamber. 
These abolitionists blame Mr, Gladstone 
for not immediately startiog an agitation 
toabolish that dangerous institution, but the 
country declines to be agitated. The machin, 
won't respond to the wirepullers and Mr 
Gladstone knows this. His diatribe is not, 
therefore, intended to preface an immediate 
assault. Mr, Gladstone has quite enough 
on hand without attempting to mend or 
end the Lords. If he contemplates, as now 
seems the case, Scoteh as well as Welsh 
disestablishment, the eight hours bill, local 
option without compensation of publicans 
and measures restoring evicted tenants, 
there will be no spare moments for 
taking in hand that dangerous inati- 
tution, the House of Lords.

GrEnoa, Oct, 1.—The steawer Remo, which 
sailed from this port for*ltio de Janeiro and 
Santos, Brazil, on Aug. “15, with fourteen 
huudred aud thirty-thred immi:rants, has 
orrived at Santa Cruz do Teneriffe in the 
Canaries on her return voyage Cholera

it was resolved that they should invite dele- 
gates of local mine owners and the Miners’ 
Federation to meet them on Mouday next 
and attempt toreach 5 settlement of 
the trouble so that the strikers may return 
to work. 

The mayors had in view, too, the terrible 
suffering that is now everywhere accom: 
panying the strike, Tho mon have been 
out of work for over two monthea and hun- 
dreds of those who have families have sold 
or pawned everything of value they 
possessed in order to obtain food 
for their wives and children. It is a 
common occurrence for the London and 
provincial papers to report deaths of miners, 
Fittle children who have died from actual, 
starvation. Relief committees have been 
appointed to alleviate as far as possible the 
prevailing distress, Part of the work of 
these committees is the feeding of children. 
Thovsands of women apply daily for the 
oly food it is possible for them to obtain. 
With this condition of affairs prevailing the 
mayors think they may beable to bring 
some understanding botweon the masters 
and men that will allow of ao resumption 
of work and 4 consequent output 
of coal that will furnish mills, factories, 
etc, with a plentiful supply of fuel. 
Should the coal famine continue and the 
industries of the several towns be forced to 
suspend the suffering among the operatives 
wed artisans and their families would be 
great. Itis hoped that some solution of 
the problem will shortly be arrived at and 
that the price of coal will reach its nominal 
level. It is believed by some persons that 
the return of the strikers in tho Bolson 
district and in Yorkshire will tend to in- 
duce the men still out to reconsider their 
determination not to resume work uatil 
their full demands aro granted.

WORK FOR THE IDLE. 


An English Scheme to Put Them on 
Woaate Land, 


Loxpoy, Oct. 3.—The English Govern- 
ment has at last determined to deal with 
the more than ever vital question of the un- 
employed. Sir John Gorst has pronounced 
himself in fayor of a plan. for dealing with 
the question iu the rural districts, which has 
received thesympatheticconsideration of the 
Government, The proposal is to empower 
the local authorities to buy or lease the 
waste or uioccupied land and turn the 
surplus labor upon it. By this meaus it is 
believed that tens of thousands of acres 
now useless coul be made fertile by the 
sparo labor, and at the same time an 
eflective check would be put upon the per- 
sistent migration of unemployed agricul- 
tural laborers into the towns, av evil which 
is the despair of many economists. 


EVICTIONS IN SCOTLAND. 


Crofters Have Learned a Lesson

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—It is being proved at 
last that tho rebellious spirit 
fested in the enforcement of the 
land Jaws in Ireland is not due to the 
peculiarities of the Irish people, The poor 
Crofters of Scotland have been driven by 
desperation to the adoption of the same 
methods. The trouble is not due to the 
usual evictions to make room for tho exten- 
sion of deer toreats, but to the varth hunger 
and destitution which isas marked in the 
bighlands and the islands of Scotland as in 
the south and west of Ireland. 

The Croftera in the Dingwall district 
cannot pay their rents, and will not leave 
thoir little holdings, The Queen's writ is 
being defied, and the minions of the law 
maltreated in the most approved Trish 
fashion. Sentrica with foghorns are posted 
in strategical positions to warn the country 
side of the approach of police and sheriffs, 
and disguised nen and women pelt the offi- 
cers with filth and stones and tear up the 
roadways so they cannot make progress. 
So far the crofters have had the best of the 
fight, and it may be necessary to employ 
troops to coerce them.

In these 
two days 211 cannen shots were exchanged 
between Fort Santa Cruz and the warships. 
The display was superb, but nobody appar- 
ently shot to kill Not one shot, 
os far os I saw or heard, hit or 
burt anything. It seemed as if they bad 
created a splendid spectacle to frighten 
erch other and were doing their beat tu 
make the greatest possible noise without 
injuring anybody. 

On the morning the third

FLOOD AND DROUGHT IN EGYPT. 


Delta Lands Submeorged—Crops In Upper 
Egypt Damaged For Want of Irrigation. 


Toukin, Oct. 3,—The delta is entirely 
flooded. A violent hurricane swopt away 
many dwellings. Five-eighths of the oceu- 
pants barely escaped on rafts, but many 
were drowned.

STORMS IN EUROPE. 


France and Lialy Inuntated—Train Ser- 
vice Stopped, 


Lonpoy, Oct. 3.—Serious storins oc. 
curred yesterday in the south of Frauce and 
northern Italy. Houses in Nice are flooded 
and the country between Bologna and 
Florence is inundated. ‘The trains are 
stopped. 

Iu the country bridges and houses have 
beon swept away by the floods, and many 
persons have been drowned. Of the cities 
Bologna suffered most severely. It is re- 
ported that a dozen persons were drowned 
in the suburbs to-day. 


JACKSON'S POLAR EXPEDITION. 


Hinoked by Teo In the Jugor Straite in the 
Arctic sen, 

Loxpox, Oct. 3,—Frederick Jackson, 
the Polar explorer, writes trom Jugor- 
Straits under date of June 28 that owing to 
ice from the Kara Sea the straits were 
blocked, and that after ineffectual attempts 
he was driven back. It is not likely that 
Jackson will be heard from again this year. 
The Russian gunboat Archangel brought

THE FRANCO-SIAMESE TREATY. 


France Had Everything Her Own Way— 
sSiom’s Submission Complete, 


BANGKOK, Oct. 3.—The convention an- 
nexed to the Franco-Siamese treaty com- 
prises «ix articles. Some of these 
are regarded as in conflict with 
existing treaties and the Siamese Govern- 
mont strongly objected to them, only yield- 
ing under the strongest pressure, Owing 
to tho critical state of the negotiations yes- 
terday the festivities arranged to celebrate 
the aupiversary of the King’s accession to 
the throne were abandoned, 

In addition to the provisions of the treaty 
already the instrument provides 
that Siam shall not construct any fortified 
Provinces of Battambang and 
Siamreap, or within 25 kilometres of the 
right bank of the Mekong, Siamese mili 
tury posta on the left bank of the river aud 
on islands in the river are to be evacuated 
within one month, 

[he authors of attacks on tho French in 
Kengkham and Kammown are to be tried 
by the Siamese authorities, France resery- 
ing the right to decide whether the punish- 
ments imposed are adequate, and, if not, 
to demand a now trial, to be conducted by 
a mixed tribunal if necessary

Coal oil, barb wire, agricultural imple- 
meuts ond combines came infor the most 
attention, while the advautage of the 
United States market for barley was 
stronuzly urged upon the Government repre- 
sentatives, though the delegates oxpressed 
themselves as well aware that this was a 
matter upon which the Governmieut of Can- 
ada could not act aloue, 

Tho retention of the duties upon corn and 
pork was ndvocatod by some, whilsc others 
desired their removal. Tho placing of an 
export duty upon jogs was also unanimously 
ay proved. 

Mir, Weose, a practical horse dealer, 
who does a large export trade from 
this section in bigher grade animals, gave 
interesting aud valuable information about 
the condition of the track, At present, he 

contended, the grade of horses saleable in the 
English aud United States markets could not 
be gotaround Lindsay, as the farmers did 
not breed tho right kiud, What were re; 
quired were heavy auiimals weighing about 
1600 pounds aud clean limbed, strong anl- 
wals suitable for carriage horses at about 
1250 to 1800 pounds, ‘These would fetch good 
prices, duty or no duty.

Mapnip, Oct. 4 Despatches, describ 
ing the battle at Medilla, Morocco, yes- 
terday, between Moors and Spanards, caused 
a decided sensation The Moors numbered 
5000 avd the Spaniards only 300, General 
Margallo, commanding the Spanish troops, 
behaved with the greatest gallantry, lead- 
ing the repeatedly. The fight 
lasted from dawn to night By great 
efforta the troops succeeded in rescuing the 
Jaborors at work on the forte and the picket 
protecting them, 

The Moors were armed with Wincheaters 
and fought with fanatical fury, pursuing 
the Spaniards to the walls ot the fort in the 
teoth of the marderous fire of the guns 

The Spaniards had only asmall boy of cav- 
alry, which did moat effective work. Whon- 
ever a party cfinfantry wea in difliculties 
the cavalry charged, breaking the Moorish 
ranks and making a necessary diversion 
The guns in the forts wore well handled and 
did terrible havoc among the Moors. They 
also destroyed their villages on tho heights 
and many mosques and houses were do- 
stroyed. 

Eighteen Spaniards were killed and 35 
wounded, including two oflicers, fatally.

The Moors carried of their dead and 
wounded, There was great sufler- 
ing among the soldiers during the 
fight, the men having no water 
or food during the entire day. Larye re- 


inforcoments of troops are lvaving Malaga 
and Seville. 

The council of ministers held a long sit- 
ting Tuesday and decided unanimously that 
the Moors must be severely chastised. 
The gonboat Cuero has been despatched to 
Melilla. The ship Legaspi has also sailed 
with 100 reinforcements. 

Latest reports received of the battle say 
that 100 Spaniards, or about one-third of 
the force engaged, are hors d’combat, 

A party ot Moors approached Melilla 
this morning bearing a flag of truce, and 
asked permission to bury the dead, which 
were left in great numbers on tho field. The 
spokesman of the party reported to Gen 
Marqullo that the Moorish forces were as- 
and would abstain from 
further attacks on Melilla until orders had 
been received from the Sultan. 

Tho Government has ordered that the 


troops garrisoned in Cadiz, Malaga, Al- 


meria and Seville be made ready for imme- 
i The armored broadside ship 
Numancia, one of the largest vessels in the 


Spanish navy, is at Almeria with sleam up 
waiting to embark troops for Melilla. 


The Moorish Government has been 


cowed completely by Spain's preparations 


for war. It has promised to make any 


reparation and has assured Spain ofits most 
earnest efforts to repress the savagery of 


the hostilo tribes, Messengers have bnen 


sent already to warn ul) tribes near Melilla 
against interfering 


with the Spanards,

and proclaimed, ‘The Government threatens

Tho private wards have been thrown open 
to all resident physfolans of good standing. 
A maternity ward has been added and 
although the hospital {s nob large, 1b com- 
pares vory favorably with the other hos- 
pitals in the province. Stace Uctobor last 
192 patients have recolyed treatment {n 
the hospital, an inorease of 43 over the 
number admitted last year. Of these 157 
were from the olty and 55 from the coun- 
try. Amount recelyed from patients dar- 
ing the year $1696.36 for private nursirg 
$374,00, which makea a total of $2070,36, 
an Increase of $544,836 over the amount re- 
colved last year. In December Miss Gor- 
don, the lady superintendant, was given 
three months’ leave of absence. Falling 
strength and the nervous straln consequent 
upon the discharge of arduous duties, made 
a change necessary. Her place was taken 
by Miss Moore, who had recently come 
from the Johns Hopklos hospital, Baltt- 
more, who proved an efficlent manager and

While the majority of the Kansas farms 
are mortgaged, about 80 per cent of this 
{ndebtedness {s for purchase money and im- 
plements. The farmers in that state began 
work with very little cash, aod with oc- 
caslonal bad crops they have found it im 
possible to get out of debt, From the 
table dt would sppéar that Massachusetts 
is nfuch better Off than Kaneas in the mat- 
ter of farm mortgages, bub Georgla and 
Tennessee make 8° still better showing, 
only about 3 per cent, of the farms owned 
and worked by their occupants belng 
mortgaged. “s 

In the west the farms are nearly all in 
the hands of owners who have mortgaged 
about half thelr land up to one third of {ta 
value in order to secure purohate money 
and implements. The Post goes on to say : 

The southern states of Tennessee, Georgia and 
South Oarolina differ much from the others, 
Less than half their {arm Jand is own:d by the 
ocoupiers, but of this proportion nearly the 
whole is free from debt, though a paxt of that 
debt (on a very small percentage of the owned 
land),was contracted to pay for family or farm 
expenres. The planters in these states who do 
own their farms (though they are in a minority) 
appear to be prcsperous, 

The position of the Western farmers does 

pear to be an enviable ono. It is easy 
to account for the relatively better posi- 
tlon of the farmers of the southern states ; 
it is due, as stated above, to the fact that in 
the oldlaye districts the land {s in the 
hands of the wealthier classes and leased to 
tenants. Taking the western, middle and 
eastern states, the percentages of mort- 
gaged farms is very large, larger probably 
than {in Oanada though our statistics do 
not afford any means of making a compari- 
son.

A New Safety Ladder, 

Many serious accidents have arison 
from the slipping of ladders and damaye 
is frequently caused to wa ls by leaning 
a ladder against them, An English in- 
ventor has sought to find a remedy for 
these objections by the introduction of a 
noyel and useful form of shoe. It con- 
sists of a bracket which can be securely 
bolted to each side of the ladder, and 
formed at its lower edge with a lug 
through which a hole is bored. To this 
a shoe is loosely jointed by means of a 
pin passing through it and the lug, the 
connection being so free that the shoe 
can easily sewing. To the under side of 
the shoe a corrugated pad of rubber is 
fixed. The effect is that in whatever 
position the ladder is fixed thera is al- 
ways a grip upon the ground which pre- 
vents slipping. The freedom of the shoe 
enables a ladder to be placed almost 
horizontally without incurring the least 
liability of slipping. When desired, shoes 
can be applied tothe upper ends of a 
Jadder, 60 as to prevent any damage to 
the walls or its ornamentation. In con- 
ditions where employers are liable for 
accidont this simple appliance will be of

Maprip, Oct. 6.—Tho Spanish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs received the British, 
French, German, Italian and Belgian minis- 
ters yesterday to explain the policy of Spain 
in North Africa. While purposing to 
maintain the status quo in Africa, he said 
Spain would push forward vigorously the 
work on her forts in North Africa and 
would chastise severely every attempt of 
Moorish oggressors to drive her from 
the const, Through her minister 
Spain has demanded full repara- 
tion for the outrage at Melilla.

EFFECTS OF THE BIG STORM.

PEARLING, Miss,, Oct, 6.—News of the 
many disasters along the Gulf coast from 
Sunday nights storin is coming in slowly, 
but enough is known to assert that fully 
throe-foucths of all the vessels on the Mis- 
sissippi Sound are either wrecked or cap- 
siz.d. ‘The worst feature seems to be the 
great loss of life attending the disasters. 

The roadbod of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railrond trom Pearl River to Wave- 
land is completely washed away, and west 
of Lookout it is nearly as bad. 

Alfred Palci, an Italian, in relating tho 
story of the storm, said he had lost all of 
his property, but had fortunately saved his 
two children on his shoulders. His mother 
tried to save a drowning child, but as she 
reached for che little one in the mad waters 
the wind increased, and the little oue was 
swept away from her outstretched arms, 

In the boardiug house of John Richarif 
there were 61 persons when the storm came 
up, and the house was completely wrecked. 

The store of Lom Valence was wreckod 
and also his house, and his family, consist- 
ing of a wife and six children, a sister and 
himself, wore killed or drowned, 'Teeto 
Valenco’s store was also wrecked, and he 
and his wife were kil ed in the wreck ot the 
store, 

New Ornueans, Oot, 6.—The first definite 
news from the Gulf coast reached the city 
yesterday. The financial loss along the 
entire coast will foot up not less than 
$1,000,000 and fully 1000 lives were lost. 
The news is almost as appalling as that 
from the coast of Louisiana. At Biloxi 
nothing escaped the fury of the elements. 
On every sido cotild be seen che wrecks of 
boats, piers aod bath houses, and in many 
instances the fronts of houses on the beach 
were totally demolished, The canning in- 
dustries were completely wrecked. 

Out of more than 100 boats on the front 
bay only three rode the storm safely, and 
the beach is strewn with wrecks of all 
descriptions, On the back bay thero were 
only one or two that weathered the gale, 
Not a singlo wharf is left standing on either 
front or Bad k bay. The damage was not 
confined alone to the waterfront, but all 
through the city, in every direction, the 
effects of tho storm can be seen in fallen 
trees, tences, and here and there o houap 
partially unroofed. When the storm came 
up, which was 4 genuine cyclone, there 
were inany boats mi the Louisiana nace 
oyster fishing, aud it is almost certain that 
a number, ifnot all of these boats, went 
down with all on board, It ia believed the 
loas of lifo will pot tall short of 100,

GERMANY’S IRON TREASURE. 
Vast Stores of Army Rations and Money 
in Readiness for War, 


In the fortress of Spandau there is 
stored the celebrated emergency fund of 
the German empire—the so-called iron 
treasure, millions of silver pieces, most 
of them minted with the head of Napo- 
lean III. Derived from that colossal 
indemnity which victorious Germany 
imposed upon humbled France in the 
hope of permanently crippling the her- 
editary foe, the payment of which and 
recuperation of its loss is the financial 
wonder of the world, this hoard of coin- 
ed money is kept forthe contingency of 
war. This treasure is sacred. Accord- 
ing to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch there 
is no crisis through which the 
German ompire may pass, save that of 
foreign war, which make thjs vast sum 
available, The Germans are’ very fond 
of the word “iron” in its sense of rude 
firmness, of harsh endurance, of severe 
tenacity, They have applied it to their 
greatest historical character—the iron 
chancellor—to his policy of absolute in- 
flexibility and to their most-prized re- 
ward—the iron cross—of which there is 
but one degree, and which can be earn- 
ed only by actual bravery on the field. 
They have used the word to designate 
the treasure at Spandau and they have 
also adopted it to characterize an in- 
stitution in their minute and com- 
prehensive scheme of military organiza- 
tion to which they attach great im- 
portance, When the German army 
ils transformed from a huge reserve of 
precautionary power into a massive in- 
atrument of aggrossive force, its units,

among the Flowers, is a fascinating sub- 
ie I hold in my hands a book which 


brought from Palestine, Lound in olive 


wood, and within it dre pressed flowers 
whieh have not only retained their color, 
but their aroma; tlowers from Betlile- 
hem, flowers from Jerusalem, flowers 
from Gethsemane, flowers from Mount 
of Olives, flowers from Bethany, flowers 
from Siloam, flowers from the Valley of 
Jehoshaphat, red anemones, aud wold 
mignonetle, butter-cups, daisies, cyclu- 
meps, chamomile, blue bells, ferns, 
mosses, grasses, und a werlth of flora 
that keep me fascinated by the hour,and 
every Lime l open it it is a new revela- 
tion. Itis the New Testament of the 
fields. But my text leads Us into another 
realm of the botanical kingdom, 


Having spoken to youin a course of 


sermons about God Everywhere; on the 
Astronomy of tht Bible, or God’ among 
the Stars; the Ornithology of the Bible, 
or God among the Birds; the Tehthy- 
ology of the Bible, or God among tbe 
Fishes; the Mineralogy of the Bible, or 
God among the Amethysts ; the Conch- 
ology of the Bible, or God among the 
Shells; the Chronology of the Bible, or 
God among the Centuries, I speak now 
to you about the Botany of the Bible, or 
God in the Gardens of the Sea. Al- 
though L purposely take this morning 
for consideration the least-observed and 
least-appreciated of all the botanical 
} products of the world we shall find the 
contero plation very absorbing. ln all 
our Theological Seminaries) Where we 
make ministers, there ought to be pro- 
fessors to give lessons in Natural His- 
tory. Physical Science ought to be 
taught side by sido with Revelation. — It 
is the «ame God who inspires the page of 
the natural world as the page of the 
Scriptural world, What a freshening 
up it would be to our sermons to press 
into them even a fragment of Mediter- 
ranean Bea-weed. Weshould have few- 
er sermons awfully dry if we imitated 
our blessed Lord, and in our discourses, 
like Him, we would leta lily bloom, or 
a crow fly, or a hen brood her chickens 
or a crys al of salt flash out the preserva 
tive qualities of religion. The trouble is 
that in many of our Theological Semin- 
aries men who are sodry themselves 
they never could get people to come aud 
hear them preach, are now trying to 
teach young men how to preach, and the 
student is pul between two great presses 
of dogmatic theology and squeezed until 
there is no life teft in him, Give the 
poor Yictim at least one lessou on the 
Botany of the Bible.

recreant prophet Jonah made when, 
dropped over the gunwales of the 
Mediterranean ship, -be sank many 
fathoms down into a tempestuous soa, 
Both before and after the monster of the 
deep swallowed him, he was entangled 
in sea-weed, The jungles of the deep 
threw their cordage of vegetation around 
him.

DEATH OF JOE HESS. 


A Life Fall of Stirring Inélidents—An En- 
ergetic Worker.

dog whip and with a buckle on the end ofa 
stiap. ‘The elder child was beaten by both 
Mr, aud Mra, Phelan, but not so often as 
the younger ono, 

The witness was promised £1 of an ad- 
vance in her wages and a handsome present 
if she would beat the children duting her 
mistress’ confinement, 

Avother servant testified that she beard 
torriblqwgoreams from the bathroom and on 
listening heard her mistress yell: ‘‘You 
little devil, hold your head right. You 
are too strong and there is somethivg that 
wants fetching out of you.” Then slic 
heard very heavy smocks continued for 
fully a quarter of an hour, until the child 
could only utter stifled screatns as if some 
thing bad been placed over ils mouth. 

She swore that she saw her mistress 
scize the baby, aged 19 months, by the 
throat, and hold it uutil is eyes alinost 
fell out. Atthe time she thooght Mrs 
Phelan intended to strangle the child. 

On one occasion her mistress forced a 
spoon down the elder child's throat until il 
brought up ao quantity of blood. She 
pushed the spoon twice down its throat,

When the baby was put to bed flannels 
were Wrapped around its body and the 
little legs tied strongly at the ankles. A 
strap was fastened tightly around its waist 
and another strap was attached at one end

BAY FISHERMEN WANT TO FISH AFTBK 
NOY, 10th FOR WHITEFISH. 











All of the Witnosses Agree that the Whitefish 
Morely come into the Bay to Feed and 
Spawn, between Nov. Ist aod 10tb, and 
then Depait for the Lake, 


The Fishery Commission continued thelr 
enquiry {n the Olty Oounoll chamber yes- 
terday afternoon, Mr, Wm. Peck, Io glv- 
{og hia evidence, sald that he had fished 
near Nigger Island for the Jast 49 years, 
daring which perlod ho had caught prinol- 
pally white fish, herring, plckere), 
using a seine with 24 inch mesh 
{n the wing, with 5 Inch extension, and oc- 
caslonally a gillnet. He stated that white- 
fish were the most valuable commercial fish 
caught In these waters. He had caught as 
many as 8000 in one hour in former years, 
but he could not catch evough to make to 

y now. The welght was 2 lbs., he never 


From the 1st yo the end of November her 
ring might be caught ; they came foto the 
bay for the purpose of spawnlng,—same as 
the whitefish, although they did not arrive 
soearly. He sold them to Mr. Black for 
from $2.50 to $3 per package of 100, while 
he got from $6 to $7 for whitefish (suger 
cured), His share of the fish canght last 
yoar on his grounds, which Ineluded half of 
the total haul, the other half going to his 
employees, amounted from 49 to 50 packages 
of white fish, although they csnght a good 
many suckers after the white fish had left 
the bay, which are worth about 4c per Ib., 
_ thelr chief place of sale belong ta Buffalo. 
There was not much market fo Oanada for 
these fish. Among othor fish caught were 
ickerel, pixe, maskinonge and a few black 
Salmon were also caught {n the bay 
at one time bab they have now disappear- 
ed. The witness was jo fayor of a close 
season for white fish bub he wanted it from 
the 5th to the 10ch of November, claiming 
thad the fish were on thelr beds ab that 
time and the most of the spawning tovk 
lace during that period. They were in 
case water before and after that time. 

On the question of observance of the 
Sunday law prohibiting fishing he thought 
that the law was well carried out, in this 
section at least. 

Peter Weese,.of Rogomore, who fishes 
off Zwick's Island, ured.a solne with a 2} 
inch mesh, catching principally white fish, 
h and plckerel.

{ and white fisb, and 50c per 100 
or herring. Ho agreed with the previous 
witnesses as to the date of sphwning of the 
different fish and that the white fish came 
into the bay for the sole purpose of deposit- 
ing thelr eggs, leaving immediately after 
doing so, and that if there were no more 
nets now than there were ten yoors ago, - 
that there would be jast as many fish now 
as then, and that the close season should be» 
from first to the tenth of November. 
The witness was notin favor of thore belng 
more licences granted, as the present num- 
ber was sufficient, and he thouyhd that the 
protective laws were In the interests of the 
fisheries and should not be abandoned, He 
stated that fish wonld be equally as 
abundant ow'as they were 40 years ago if 
they were riot caught at Deseronto in the 
early part of the season. 

éssley Weese, of Rossmore, who has 

fished off and on for tho last fifteon years 
at that place, using # selne and hoop not, 
commenced tishing abut the 15:h Oot. and 
ended on the 3isb. White fish only came 
here for the parpose of spawnolog when 
they returned to Lake Ontarlo, the white 
fish spawning from the lst to the LOch of 
November aod the herring a little later, 
ike and b= core about as voon as the Ice 
eaves and mad cats in June.

Hooper was present during the inquest, 
He seemed nervous and excited, bub 
watched the evidence shrewdly, occasion 
ally banding & note to his counsel, He did 
not do anything untisual except on the 
occasion mentioned above, he called Wit- 
ness Robitaille a liar.

Annua'ly about 
$100,000, and In the year preceding a gen- 
eral election a larger aum 1s expended upon 
these roads. The plan !s to furnish sums 
varying from $100 to $1,000, to supporters 
of the Government, to be expended fn im 
proving or making certain pleces of road 
throughon} all the newly settled townships. 
Each road boss respectively engages mop 
and teams to perform the work ander his 
supsrvision. Supplies musd be purchased 
and other Incidental expenses iucarred, 
and all the mney generally goes to Goy- 
ernment supporters, eo that toe farmer,the 
isborer, the merchant and the mechanle 
all part‘olpate in thls specles of patronayr. 
When we consider the handreds of road 
bosses, the thoneands of employeos aud 
the numbers of tradesmen avd mechanlse, 
almost all of them composed of poor 
and otroggiing sottkrs in this rocky 
aud upgenerous region, to whom 
a few dollars mosns a groab deal, 
ths effect of such patronsge may be eaally 
imeglaed. It fs nod ad all surpristag that 
the Opposltlon should view with suspicion 
and characterize the apnuvl appropriation 
for colonization roads as a huge electloneer- 
{ng fraud. ln the more donaply cottled lo: 
eslitios tho work Is entrusted to local men, 
who asa rule honestly expend the money, 
bat where (ths settlers are few, jobs are too 
frequontly given to some needy politiclan 
liviog miles away, who has no luteread in 
the localities whore improvements are bo be 
made; and in these cases there is perhaps 
too mach force In the settlers’ complaints 
that the money Is not honestly applied.

About Hops. 

The hop crop of Germany is reported 
over one-third below that of last year. The 
hop crop of the United States is estimated 
at 4,000,000 pounds greater than lash year; 
and the world’s production shows a deficlt 
of 7,000,000 pounds from last year. 

The price pald at latest accounts in the 
hop-produolng portion of New York State, 
f. r 1893 hops, 1s 2lo. at Waterville; aod in 
New York quotations are given at 22 to 
240. 

The yleld throughout Canada Is less than 
half that of last year. 

This is the situation of the Oanadian hop 
market as given by the Montreal Trade 
Bulletin: **There !s a tug of war golng on 
now between the brewers and hop growers 
as to what the price of new hops shall be. 
The former ars nob willing to pay over 16o, 
to 170., while the latter will not accept 
anything below 2lo., a few small lots hav- 
ing been taken at that figure and over this 
week to tide’ over immediate wante. 
Growers maintain that thelr crops are 
from 80 to 40 per cent. less than last year's 
yleld, while brewers hold that the chrink- 
ago is made up by the Increase of acreago 
planted.” 

New, 1893 hops are quoced in Toronto, 
No. 1, 16o. per lb.; No. 2, 180. to 1d4o.; 
old hopa, 10 to 120. 

A Olinton correspondent of the Utloa 
Observer writes to that paper as follows 
about a hop picking machine; The hop: 
ploking machine Is In operation on the 
farm of Mr. Mills, a few miles south of this 
village. It ts operated by the use of a one 
horse power engine, and several days of the 
past week forty and forty-five boxes have 
been picked Inaday, The hops picked are 
free from leayes aud vines, and when 
placed beslde those ploked by hand the 
difference cannot be determined. The 
machine can be operated by one man, bub 
more conveniently by two, the only dlffi- 
culty having been experlonced thus far 
Is the inability to secure hops fast enough 
to keep the machine in  oper- 
tlon withoub any delay. Mr, 
Emdin, who has spent o great deal of time 
and money in perfecting the machine, says 
he has no doubt that, when ran without 
delay and interruption, te will pick fully 70 
or 75 boxes a day. Several machines have 
beon manufactured and aro In operation ab 
the present time, while many other orders 
romain unfilled, Tho hop-growers who have 
seon the machine In operation, aro enthaei- 
astlo over fb. 

Wednesday's Ampire indicates a little 
more life In the hop market. No, 1, 1893 
hops are quoted at 16 to 176., and No, 2 at 
14 to 150. Sales to browors have beon made 
within the last day or bwo ab 16 to 170. for 
odd bales, which {ndloatos something of ao 
advantago to growers In the eabablishing of 
valuos.

The 
Tho road from Maynooth to Madawaska 
abounds with over varying scones Of beauty 
avd grandeor pecullar to the Laurentian 
roglon, At one tae you are travelling over 
a range of mountains trendlog cll towards 
the northoast and southwest, with wooded 
hills rolling away tillow opon billow, here 
and thero broken by the shoon of some 
protly lake ; at another, In passlog through

Wo, however, wero not permitted to on 
joy the beautiful sovvery, nor were wo ina 
mood to Indulgo ln poeticfancles, Travel 
ilog tn this country after the stormy season 
has once set in Is rather moro prosalo than 
poetic, Mista and bilading snow contracted 
our vision, Olamberipg over bolders or 
wadipg through slush occupied our atten 
tlon, whilo the possibility of having at any 
momont a treo or limb come crashlog down 
upon ourheads gave os ao lively sonso of 
our position, 

The lambering depot ts the headquarters 
for all the operations upon the Hit and te 
{na way o small village. Firat there isthe 
farm house or dwelling for the agent or 
farm foroman. Seoond, dormitory for the 
mep. ‘Third tho cflice and store, and tn 
the Jattorall manner of supplies are kept 
In stock from a box of **Oartor's pills” to a 
jobber's outfit. Fourth there are several 
large storehouses, Fifth, blackamith shop. 
Sixth, oerpenter’s shop, aud Jastly, barn, 
and other oubbulldings of an  xtensive 
cha’ aster, 

Ad thls depot all batldings had been 
reared out of monarchs of tho forest which 
stoud on the spot. The skilful howers had 
performed thelr work well and the walls 
displayed the evenness and regularity of 
master workmen, Miles from spy mili 
where Jumber could be manufactured, all 
boards had been made fa the primitive way 
of our ancestors. Four upright poate with 
croes pleces and platform on top, upon 
which are two bed pleces to hold the log In 
ite place and upon which the log Is rol ed 
and fastened; then, a man at rach eud of 
the saw, one above and the other below, 
supply the motive power. With this ap 
pliance two men witl saw from two to three 
hundred feeb per day. 

A}l supplies must be brought In by 
sleigba during the winter months and a 
sufficient store conserved to last uatil 
sleighing again. In summer the depot ls 
deserted with the exception of a few farm 
hands, but during the winter season the or- 
rival of **cadgers” with supplies from with- 
out, the departure of others dietributiog 
them to the varlous camps, the incoming 
of the men and thelr dispersion to the dif- 
ferent shanties, forms a lively scone amidat 
those erernal solitudes, 

The Egan Estate Dopod Is altuated In the 
township of Murchison, upon the upper 
Madawaska, and upon limits owned by Mr. 
J. R. Booth, the lumber king of Ottawa. 
Mr. Booth fs an examplo of the self made 
men of Oanada. [ am informed that some 
thirty odd years ago he was a poor man, a 
millwright engaged ab his trade in Ottawa, 
bub by his industry, integrity and farsight 
edness he !s now worth his millions. 
Esrly in hls basiness career he placed 
every dollar in timber limite, ab a time 
when lumber was comparatively cheap, 
and the enormous rise in values during the 
Jas> twonty yeara has xdded many mililone 
to his wealth. His oulpat of lumber now 
excecda by nearly fifty per cont that of any 
other fiem on the Ottawa waters or oven in 
Capada, Als many miles of Iimits com 
priso an enormous extent of territory. Ho 
owns a oontroliing intereab In the Oanada 
Atlantic Rallway and Js now engaged to 
extending that line from Ottawa via Arn 
prior and the Madawaska Valley to Parry 
Sound on the Georgian Bay, 

The Oanadian Pacific Oo., howevor, an- 
tclpating Mr. Booth’s acheme, hes during 
the past year built a road from Cobden on 
thelr main lino to Eganyli!e, and work Js 
now progressing with that enorgy which 
hes characterized all thelr undertakings 
from the latter place to the Madawaska 
and thence to Parry Sound. As there 
exists immenee quantities of hardwood Ip 
this region these rollroads will opeo up 
new fields for lumbering operations, be 
sides it may prove to be cheazer to ehip 
tho enormous quantitles of pine sill ro- 
maining to Ottawa than to float the same 
down tho tortuous and rapid Madawaska, 

From the depot the valley of the Mada 
waska, clroling {n mejestic sweep to the 
south and east, and «xpanding Into the blue 
watera of Bark Lake, some twonty miles 
away, offords a fine panorama of mountaln 
and ravine. To the north He the hills of 
Victoria Lake, while a little to the north 
and west giant hills rear their smoky heads 
miles away on the horizon, in the direction

When asked whether he had a warrant and 
proposed to take Maloney back with him, 
he replied: ‘No, he fs just where we can gob 
at him whenever we want him now, and | 
will go on with my search for evidence and 
have my man taken up to Napanee when he 
fs needed.’

Mrs. Shepherd dealt ab length with the 
Separate Sohool question. The Separate 
School bill was before the old Parliament 
of Canada in 1863, Many of those opposed 
to the education of children In two hostile 
camps, endeavored to have some amend- 
ments made to the Act before It passed the 
House, and became the law of Quebec and 
Ontarlo. The solid Cathollo vote of Qaebeo 
In each case stood out strongly against the 
amendments, and In every case they voted 
them down, however beneficial. Co). T. R, 
Ferguson, of South Simcoe, was foremost 
in the battle agalast Separate Schools. He 
moved In amendment: ** that to entitle any 
separate school to a share of the public 
funds, !t shall be requisite and sufficlent 
that such school has been under the man- 
agement of separate school trustoes, ap- 
polnted in the manner provided by 
this act, That it has been fn actual opera- 
tion at least three months in each school 
half year, or six months during the whole 
yoar, and that {t has been attended by an 
ayaroge attendance of at least fifteen child- 
reu of school age, perlods of epidemic or 
contagious diseases excepted.”’ This the 
House by her solid Quebec vote threw oub 
by 74 to31. Hon. John Cameron moved 
an amendment ‘that !b still be the duty of 
the County Oounoll of public instruction 
for Upper Oanada from time to time to 
name such persons as they may think fib in 
the respactive cities and counties In Upper 
Canada to grant certificates of qualifica- 
tlons to teachera of separate schools, and 
no one shall be employed asa teacher of a 
separate school unless and antil he has ob- 
talned such certificate.’’ This seemed fair 
enough, but ib was voted down, and the 
following amendment carried: ‘*That the 
teachers of separate schools under this Act 
shall be sublect to the same examination 
and recelve thelr certificates of quallfica- 
tion In the same manner as the common 
achool teachers generally; provided that 
persons qualified by law as teachers In Up- 
per or Lower Oanada shall be considered 
qualified teachers for the purpose of this 
Aot.” This was just what the Ohurch 
of Rome wanted. Those qualified 
to teach itn Lower Oanada_ were 
qualified to teach In Upper Oanada, The 
lecturer stated that Sir Oliver Mowat, In 
his pamphlet of 1886, Jesultically said : 
*That {t is not true, as a general proposition, 
that teachers of Separate schools are nob 
subject to examinations like teachers In 
Public schools. The exemption from ex- 
amioation applies to certain excepted per- 
sons only, who occupy positions which were 
supposed to imply the possession of the 
qualifications needed ; and the exception 
was made before Confederation.” Butwhere 
a special proviston, like that adopted by the 
House above referred to, existed, which 
made the qualifications of the teachers of 
Quebec apply to those of Ontario in her 
Separate schools to enable them to recelve 
moneys from the public chest, did not Sir 
Oliver know that the provision was broad 
and general enough to cover all that the 
Roman Oatholic priesthood required to con- 
duct, withont let or hindrance, her opera- 
tlons with the qualifiatlons that she mana- 
factured to secure the public 
moneys of Ontarlo to advance her 
separate school interests? The speaker 
continued: **I will quote from Sir Oliver 
Mowat himself in the pamphlet above re- 
ferred to: ‘Every parent, minister, ecole- 
slastio, or person forming part of a religious 
community instituted for educational pur- 
poses, and every person of the female sex, 
belong a member of anyreliglous community, 
shall be In every case exempt from undor- 
going an examination before any of sald 
Boards,’ Oould anything be more broad 7 
Oould anything bo more general 7”

Abt the present t!me the temperance 
question ls much to the front throughout 
the provinces of Russla, The Commane, 
or village assembly, of which all heads of 
households are members, has the power to 
grant or withhold licenses for the eale of 
fatoxtcating drinks. During the past 
month, in the the Government (Oounty) of 
Petersburg alone, sixteen of these asgem- 
blies decided to close all drink shops tno 
thelr respective districts, and they further 
decided that a fine would be Imposed on 
any person foand drunk, the mouoy s0 col- 
lected to be given to the poor at Christmas 
and Easter. As the consumption of spirits 
tells directly on the revenue, the question 
is engaging the serlous attention of the 
Minister of Finance. 

Liquon ror SavAces.—lt hardly seems 
yet that Ohristlan nations that send mis- 
aslonaries to heathen countries, realize 
the enormity of their crlme and inconslat- 
ency in allowlng intoxicating I{quors 
to be sent also. In many cases, the rom 4 
ship lands does more harm, than the mils- 
sionary the same ship lands can do good. 
A recent mission journal says; ** Earopean 
nations are more gallty to-day than they 
were half a century ago, for lt has now beon 
demonstrated that to Introduce Hquor 
amongst aboriginal tribes means nothing 
less than thelr perdition and extinction. 
It is wicked to be indifferent to the awful 
druvkenness ob home, bab {bt ts positively 
satanic bo deliberately sow the seeds of this 
terrible vice {no a country where ib Is com- 
paratively unknown.” 

ALconoLic Mepication.—A_ lob of the 
small fry and old school Oanadian doctors 
still keep dosing their patients with alco- 
holics, in some form, but men of greater 
skill and more modern f{deas have aban- 
doned it. Dr. John Higginbottom, I. R.S., 
a good aubhority says : “I have nob heard 
from my profossional brethren or any of 
my patlonts that my non-aloohollo treat- 
ment of disease has occasioned a single 
death, My greatest trouble has been for 
many years in perventing patients from 
being destroyed by the use of aloohol,—I 
db not say tho abuse for I consider the use 
the abuse. Io all cases ib shortens life.”

Ike Tarif? Reform 

Lisrow kt Oct 13.—Yostorday Mr 
D'Alten McCarthy and Col, O'Brien, M.P., 
addressed a gathering of possibly 700 per 
sons hore 

Mr, J. W. Scott took the 
doing 50, he stated it was at the urgent re 
queat of Mr, Hay that he was present in 
the capacity of chairman, Mr, Hay was 
sick in bed and unable to attend, He him- 
self was a Liberal and he fully, endorsed 
the Liberal platform as laid down by the 
Liberal convention in June last. Liberal 
though ho was, he admired a man like Mr 
MeCarthy, who had the courage to back up 
hia convictions. ‘lhe one fact in our poll- 
tics that seemed to give Mr. Scott the 
greatost the public debt, 
which he pluced at $48 for every 
man, Worman and child in the Dominion 
Having duly emphasized the gravity of so 
large & public burden, Mr. Soott took his 
seat. 

Colonel O'Brien was then called on, He 
unfolded the planks of tho Third Party 
platform inan hour's First he 
pointed out the dofects in the policies of the 
two parties. These defects centered round 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy and the 
Government's trade policy, We have on 
the one hand a great ecclesiastical body 
interfering in political matters, and on the 
other hand «# turiff that is just as pernicious 
in its way as Roman aggression is along its 
own particular line, The history of the two 
parties since 1867 has been a contest to 
determine which of them would do the 
moat tovurry favor with the mon who held 
the balance of power, ‘Twenty-five years 
of this rule has loft the ecclesiastical party 
which holds that balance still more agres- 
sive than itevor was. With regard to the 
two parties in this respect there is pot a 
pin to choose between them, 

There are two ways of having peace. One 
is to let your enemy plant his foot on your 
neck, ‘Tho other is to let your enemy enjoy 
the same privileges as you but to let bim 
kaow that beyond that point ho will not be 
permitted togo, The latter is our mothod. 

People are enquiring what we are com: 
plaining about, why we are raising all this 
fuss, The reason ij not far to seek, We find 
one reason right hero iu Ontario, You all 
know how the ecclesiastical party to which 
I have referred tried to acclimatize their 
Janguage and religion in our Public schools 
in the eastern part of the province, and 
that, too, under the nose of that True Blue 
Presbyterian, Sir Oliver Mowat. 

Another reason that the speaker cited as 
4 cause tor their complaints was the action 
of the Government in regard to the Mani- 
toba school case, He charged the Goyern- 
ment with entering into a conspiracy to 
upset the judgment of the Privy Council. 
Of this conspiracy Sir John Thompson was 
the head and Clarke Wallace the tail. 
The speaker blamed the Government for 
using the public funda in defending the cause 
of the Manitoba minority, and he said that 
the present interference in the case by the 
Government proved its well-known dosire 
and intention to interfere. The speaker 
said he thoroughly believed Mr, Tarte as 
against Archbishop Tache, 

Then the Colonel went for Laurier with- 
out gloves, A more despicable ‘course 
than what Laurier has pursued in this 
mutter, said he, would be Para indeed to 
conceive. The Reform Party is pledged to 
provincial rights up to the handle, If 
Laurier says the Dominion Government has 
a right to interfere in Manitoba, then why 
should it not havea right to interfere in 
Quebec? There was only one course for 
Laurier to take on this question, and that 
course was on the aide of provincial rights. 
Wf held a tramp card in his hands, but he 
play ed it badly. 

Adverting to the Government’s trade 
policy the Colonel ssid the Na- 
tional Policy had been in force 
long enough now to let manufacturers know 
whether they could carry on their business 
profitably in Canada or not. And in ad- 
dition to this there existed oa combination 
among manufacturers to heap up prices to 
the highest point. Tho chasm between tho 
rich manufacturer and the poor workman 
was getting so wide that one is almost com- 
pelled to pray that the former may be 
crushed out of existence. 

In concluding, tne Colonel became a little 
demonstrative, and with a gesture of the 
right arm he élaimed he was a good Con- 
sorvative before Sir John Thompson was 
born. He defined himself as an oAbpetiden 
Conservative, not submitting to the dic- 
tation of either party. 

Mr. McCarthy was greeted with cheers 
on his rising to address the audience. He 
first of all pointed out what he held was a 
radical difference between the two parties. 
The Conservatives dosired to continue a 
part ot the British Empire, while some, at 
least, of the leaders of the other side would 
like to see Canada independent or allied to 
the United States. The speaker yielded to 
no one in his allegiance to the empire. 

It might be asked, then, why I am here 
to-day, said he, after fighting for so many 
years in the ranks of the ofa party. For 
one thing, [am here because I declined to 
allow the Jesuits Eatates Bill to pass un- 
challenged in the Parliament ot my coun- 
try. 1 differ again with the party in re- 
card to the dual language system 
in the Northwest, and also on the 
question of Separate schools in Mani- 
the Northwest. If it is be- 
cause of my attitude on these questions 
that Tam ruled out of the party and 
charged with dividing the country then I 
want you, gentlemen, tocome along with 
mein that division, to support and main- 
tain the principles which I think we hold 
in common in that regard. 

Lom here to-day differing also on the 
trade question. The Government are now 
going about the country to find out what 
the people desire in the way of a change in 
our trade policy. That was the crowning 
oflice for which I waa ruled the

Mr. McCarthy said that protection didn’t 
prevent a country gottiog rich, but it 
affected the distribution of wealth. 

The people of Canada paid from 20 to 25 
per cent, more for theif goods than they 
otherwise would if there was no protection 
In reckoning the cont of protection, this 
excessive cost must be added to the taxes 
actually collected, These two added toge 
ther gavo the total tax the people had to 
bear under protection, 

My views on the trade question don’t 
differ yery much from those of Mr, Laurier, 
but there is one point wherein we do differ. 
He wants tolet the Americans into our 
markets on any conditions. Iam for the 
United States market on fair terins, I 
realize that we have great trade interests 
with the people on the other side of the 
line, and to the extent that they are pre- 
pared to trade with us I am _ prepared to 
trade with them, Iam not going to stop 
at natural products, Whatever the Ameri- 
cans will give us reciprocity in I say ditto 
to Canada. If the American Government 
say agricultural implements, let Canada 
say agricultural implements, and the same 
with cotton, sugar and wverything else.

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Startling Discovery Made By a Toronto 
Cemotery Oficial. 


Toronto, Oct., 13.—On the morn- 
ing of Oct 3 the wife: of William 
Maton, n produce dealer residing on 
the old Vaughan plank rood at Fairbank 
village, was prematurely confined and was 
delivered of a six-months’ child. Dr. P.H. 
Bryce, secretary of the Provincial Board of 
Health, who was the attending physician, 
naturally concluding that the child was 
still-born, wrapped it in a cloth and pro- 
curing a box from Maton placed the body 
in itand nailed on the cover. 

This was ot lam. At 10.30 Maton took 
the box to Prospect Cemetery and asked to 
have itinterred, He hada certificate from 
Dr. Bryce, but as it was written with lead 
pencil and not on the usual printed form 
the superintendent, J. W. Pinder, declined 
to bury the body. . 

Maton departed tor the certificate, tak- 
ing the body along with him. He returned 
at 11.30 with another certificate—this time 
one acceptable to the cemetery authorities 
—signed by Dr. Bryce. 

Superintendent Pinder was absent and 
James McCrea, the office-nssistant, accept- 
ed the certificate and took charge of the 
body, placing the box under a small table 
in the office. 

Shortly after 12 o’elock, while McCrea 
was partaking of lunch, he heard inurticu- 
late sounds like the crying of u child, To 
say that he was startled ia to express it 
mildly, The sounds were repeated and 
McCrea started on a tour of investigation. 
Finally he ascertained thatthe cries came 
from the coftin which Maton had brought 
ip. 

MoCrea called in two laborers, Harry 
Rickett and John Lloyd, from the conser- 
vatory, and as the crica continued they 
opened the box, They at once discovered 
that the infant was alive. 

Tney removed the babe from its coflin 
and carried it into the conservatory, where 
it was placed in a warm corner to await the 
return of Superintendent Pinder. Tywmedi- 
ately upon the latter's return at 2 6’clock 
he sent McCrea to Dr. Bryce’s office in St. 
Clair-avenue. The latter's partner, Dr. 
Page, returned and took charge of the 
child, which he removed to his home. . It 
won given every attention, but died at 2 
o’clock next morning. 

The cemetery authorities were again 
notified and on obtaining the consent of 
Maton the body was interred. 

Yesterday morning Maton notified 
County Constable Burns. Coroner John- 
son was made acquainted with the 
circumstances of the case, and this morning 
at 10° clock the body of the infant will be 
exhumed and a post-mortem examibation 
made and at 3 o'clock an inqueat will be 
held at Leydon's Hotel, Toronto Junction.

“If I were announcing the end of 
political life,” said he, ‘not an 
thing to expect from aw old man 
could not choose a better oecasion than 
one of this sort, when 1 am faciog an auili- 
ence of Canadians, gathered to do honor to 
ao anniversary dear to us all.” 

Having referred briefly to the extent aud 
resources of:the Dominion he turned tu a 
consideration of its future. ‘However 
friendly we may be to the United States,” 
said he, “I presume that you, as I, do not 
wentannexation, Neither you nor I waut 
to blot out the name of Cauada froin amoug 
the nations. We wish to have such frien:|- 
ly intercourse with our neighbors as is 
consistent with our varied notions of what 
is best for Canada, but we do not want to 
give our country to any other pation, and 
especially to one that may be brought into 
conflict with our Motherland.” 

“These being vour feelings,” he continu: 
ed, “‘l assume that you asl favor British 
connection as the best thing for us, at ull 
events for the present. You are glad, as 
I am, that Canada is still part of the 
British empire, to know that all British 
history is still our history and that patriots, 
Atatesinen, soldiers, pocts and philosophers 
of the old land still belong to us as well as 
to every other portion of our mighty 
ompire, Happily, our connection with the 
Parehtland bas worked well so far and there 
has beeu no controversy, but it seems 
to me that it muat be the general notion of 
every intelligent lover of British connection 
as well as of others that at some time, if 
not very soon, something must be done to 
removy the anomaly of unrepresented iil- 
lions of Canadians being governed by a 
British Parliament. That a change will 
como is certain, but absence of any satis- 
factory scheme has prevented that chauge 
hitherto.” 

Of Imperial Federation he spoke as a 
noble aspiration which seems still to 
be very far in the distance,  al- 
though he wished it were not, and 
to Canadian independence he roferted 
as a sentiment which seemed now to be 
growing in favor, although the time for iis 
adoption had not come. While there were 
those who held that independence could be 
maintained without danger of its proving a 
stepping stone to annexation, yet he f It 
that a population of five millions on tie 
borders of a nation of sixty millions would 
remain independent only at the sulferance 
of the latter. 

“You seo,” he admitted, “I have no very 
definite word for you as to Can- 
ada’s future. All I can do is to pre- 
sent to you ao high ideal of what 
Canadians should be. Conservatives should 
aim to secure the best Conservative govern- 
ment and Reformers the best Reform guv- 
eromont. Why should not both Conserva. 
tive and Reform governments be good 

overnments, and why should not the 
a idian Club help to make them so?” 

Sir Oliver's concluding words were an 
appeal to all Canadians to help make this 
Conntry great by following in the footsteps 
of the pioneers who sacrificed and toiled 
in the early days of its settlement 
and whose bravery at Queenston Heights 
the club was celebrating so fittingly.

AN ELECTRIC COMPARISON. 
Amasing Advance in the Applications of 
Bleotrioity Since 1876, 

How rapid the developmeut of the 
eleetrical arts hus been within the past 
few years may bo seen by comparing the 
electrical exhibits at the Centennlal Ex- 
hibition in Philadelphia, in 1876, with 
those at the Columbian Exposition now 
at Chicago. ‘Then, electrical apparatus 
consisted mostly of telegraphic devices, 
alyanic batteries, static machines, Ley- 
en jars, etc,, for school illustration and 
measuring instruments such as galvano- 
meters and resistance coils. There were 
a few crude dynamos and one small im- 

rted German machine, none of them 
intended to contain more than one aro 
light. Now, there is rivalry for space in 
which to exhibit dynamos capable of 
lighting fifty or more in onecircuit, Then 
there was not a single incandescent lump 
in the world. Now, they are to be 
seen by the tens of thousands and with 
all degrees of brightness from that 
ofa tallow dip to those but little 
inferior to the arc itself, and every ex- 
hibit is thus lighted. Then, there was 
not a single electrical motor that was 
more than a toy to be ruu by a galvanic 
cell. Now, motors for all kinds of ser- 
vice from driving a fan to those running 
printing presses, looms, machine shops, 
and threatening the existence of the 
locomotive itself, 

Then all welding was done by ham- 
mering at the forge. Now electricity 
heats the ends to be joined and in less 
time than it takes to describe the process, 
heavy shafts and rails may be welded 
even better than was possible before. 
Then it was not possible to weld steel or 
other metals than iron. Now almost 
any metal may be electrically welded to 
another as easily asiron toiron, Then 
there were induction coils for producing 
sparks a few inches long, Now such 
sparks have been made five feet long, 
and it is believed could be made fifty 
feet long if it were worth the while. 
Then induction coils were employed 
only for changing low potentials to high- 
er. Now the transformer reverses the 

rocess, and makes electric lighting 

easiblo miles away from the dyna- 

mo. Then it was possible to send 
but two telegraphic messages in op- 
posite directions simultaneously. Now 
seventy-two messages can be sent, thirty- 
six in each direction, on one wire with- 
out interference, Then the telephone was 
first exhibited on a line the length of a 

Now one can talk with an- 
other a thousand miles away. 

Then it was believed that a continuous 
conductor was essentiul for doing any 
kind of electrical work. Now it is 
shown that all kinds of such work may 
be done without material connections, 
Then it was thought that light was one

of the physicial forces. Now it is be- 
lieved that light is an Giectro-magnetio 
wave, Then it was beli:ved and taught 
that electricity could never be economi- 
cally employed for driving machinery, 
and that its light could not be subdivid- 


ed. Now it is believed that olectricity is in 
itsinfancy. Then all the electrical ex- 
hibit could be put in a space fifty feet 
square. Now a huge building, covering 
acres, is found insufficient for the needs 
of the exhibitors. All this since '76,—

BROOKLYN, Oct. 8 Among the vast | 
nudiencesa which crowd the Brooklyn

giving up the Bible, or holding the truth 
less firmly than before, the cloquent 
weacher put himself on record so clear- 
I and forcibly that no one who heard

| \ wreat goneral of King 
Kleazar, the hero of the text, The Phil- 
listines opened battlo against him, and 
his troops retreated, rhe cowards fled, 
Eleazar and three of his comrades went 
into the battle and swept the field, four 
men with God on their side are stronger 
than a whole battalion with God against 
them, *‘Fall back!” shouted the com- 
niander of the Phillistine army. The 
cry ran along the host, **Pall back !” 
Eleazar having swept tho field throws 
himself on the ground to rest, but the 
muscles and sinews of his hand had been 
ro long bent around the hilt of thesword 
that the hilt was embedded in the flesh, 
and the gold wire of the hilt bad broken 
through the skin of the palm of the 
hand, and he could not drop his sword 
which he had so gallantly weilded. 
‘His band clave unto the sword,” That 
is what lI call maguificont fighting for 
the Lord God of Israel. And we want 
more of it. I propose to show you this 
evening how Eleazar took hold of the 
sword und how the sword took hold of 
Eleazar. I look at Eleazar’s hand, and 
I come to the conclusion that he took the 
sword with a very tight grip. The cow- 
ards who fled had no trouble in dropping 
their swords, As they fly over the rocks 
I hear their swords Hanping in every di- 
rection, Itis easy enough for them to 
drop their sword. But Eleazar’s hand 
Clave unto the sword. 

Oh, my friends, in this Christian con- 
flict we want a tighter grip of the gospel 
weapons, a tighter grasp of the two- 
edged sword of the truth. It makes me 
sal to see these Christian peoplo who 
hold only a part of the truth and let the 
rest of the truth go, so that the Philis- 
tines, seeing the loosened grasp, wrench 
the whole sword away from them. The 
only safe thing for us to do is to put our 
thumb on the book of Genesis and 
sweep our band around the book until 
the New Testament comes into the 
palm, and keep on sweeping our hand 
around the book until the tips of the fin- 
gers clutch at the words, “In the be- 
ginning God created the heaveus and 
the earth.” I like an infidel a great 
deul better than I do one of these 
namby-pamby Christians who hold a 
part of the truth and let the rest go. By 
miracle God preserve this Bible just as 
it is, and itis a Damascus blade, The 
severest test to which a sword can be 
putin asword factory is to wind the 
blade around a gun barrel like a ribbon, 
and thed when the sword is let loose it 
flies back to its own shape. So the 
sword God's truth has been fully 
tested, and it is bent this way and that 
way, und wound this way and 
that way, but it always comes back to 
itsown shape. Think of it! A book 
written 18 centuries ago, and some of it 
thousands of years ago, and yet in om 
time the average sale of this book is 
more thin 20,000 copies every week, and 
more than a million copies a year, I 
say now thuta book which is divinely 
inspired and divinely keptand divinely 
scattered isa weapon worth holding a 
tight grip of. Bishop Colenso will come 
aiong und try to wrench out of your

bund the five books of Moses, and 
Strauss will come along and try to 
wrench out of your band the miracles, 


and Renan will come along and try to 
wrench out of your hand the entire life 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and your asso- 
ciates in the store, or the shop,or the fac- 
tory, or the banking house will try to 
wiench out of your hand the entire 
Bible; but in the strength of the Lord 
God of Israel, and with Eleazer's grip 
hold ontoit. You giveup the Bible, 
you give up any part of it, and you give 
up pardon and peace and life and 
heaven. 

I see hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
young men in this audience. Do not be 
ashamed, young man, to have the world 
know that you are a friend of the Bible. 
This book isa friend of all that is good 
and it is the sworn enemy of all that is 
bad, An eloquent writer recently gives 
an incident of a very bad man who stood 
in the cell of a western prison. This 
criminal had gone through all styles of 
crime, and he was there waiting for the 
The convict standing there at 
the window of the cell, the writer says, 
*Jooked out and deolared, ‘Iam an infi- 
del.’ He said thatto all the men and 
women and children who happened to 
be gathered there, ‘I am an infidel,’” 
and the eloquent writer says, ‘Every 
man and woman there believed him,” 
And the writer goes on to say, “if he 
hud stood there saying, ‘I am a Chris- 
tian,’ every man and woman would have 
said, ‘Heis a liarl’” ‘This Bible is the 
sworn enemy of all this wrong, and it is 
the friend of allthatisgood. Oh, hold on 
toit. Do not take part of it and throw the 
restaway, Holdontoallof it, Thereare 
80 many people now who do not know, 
You ask them if the soul is immortal,and 
they say, ‘I guess it is, 1 don't know ; 
perhaps it is, perhaps it isn’t.” Is the 
Bible true? ‘* Well, perhaps it is, and 
perhaps it isn't; perhaps it may be fig- 
uratively ; and perhapsit may be partly,

Let us forget 
ourselves. That man who is afraid

world treats them, ‘They are so tired, 
and they’are so abused, and they are so 
tempted, when Eleszor did not think 


whether he had a hand, or an arm or u 
foot. All he wanted was victory. 

We see how men forget themselves in 
worldly achievements, We have often 
seen men who in order to achieve world- 
ly success will forget all physical fatizue 
and all annoyance and all obstacles. 
Just after the battle of Yorktown, in the 
American Revolution, a musician, 
wounded, was told he must have his 
limbs amputated, and they were about 
to fasten bim to the surgeon's table—for 
it was long before the merciful discovery 
of anwsthetics, He said, **No, don't fas- 
ten me to that table; get me a yiolin.” 
A violin was brought to him and he said, 
‘Now go to work as I begin to play,” 
and for forty minutes, during the awful 
pangs of amputation, he moved not a 
muscle nor Wranien a note while he 
played some sweet tune Oh, is it not 
strange that with the music of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ and with this grand 
march of the church militant on the way 
to become the church triumphant, we 
cannot forget ourselves and forget all 
pang and all sorrow and all persecution 
and all perturbation? 

We know what men accomplish under 
worldly opposition. Men do not shrink 
back for antagonism or for hardship, 
You have admired Prescott’s **Conquest 
of Mexico,” as brilliant and beautiful a 
history as was ever written ; but some of 
you may not know under what disad- 
Vantages it was writtun—that ‘Conquest 
of Mexico’—for Prescott was totally 
blind, and’ he had two pieces of wood 
parallel to each other fastened, and 
totally blind, with his pen between those 
pieces of wood he wrote, the stroke 
against one piece of wood telling how 
far the pen must goin the other way, 
Ob, how much men will endure for 
worldly knowledge and for worldly suac- 


cess, and how little we venture for 
Jesus Christ.- How many Christians 
there are that go around saying : “Oh. 
my hand, my hand, my hurt band ; 


don't you see tliere is blood on the hand, 
and there is blood on the sword ?” wijile 
Eleazer, with the hilt imbedded in the 
flesh of his right hand, does not know it. 

What have we suffered in comparison 
with those who expired with suffocation, 
or were burned, or were chopped to 
pieces for the truth’s suke? We talk of 
the persecution of olden times. There is 
just as much persecution going on now in 
Various ways, In 1849, in Madagascar, 
eighteen men were put to death for 
Christ's sake. They were to be hurled 
over the rocks, and before they were 
hurled over the rocks, in order to make 
their death the more painful in anticipa- 
tion, they were put in baskets and 
swung to and fro over the precipice that 
they mightsee how many hundred feet 
they would have to be dashed down, and 
while they were swinging in these bas- 
kets over the rocks they sang, 

Jesus, lover of my #oul, 
Let ine to Thy bosom fly, 
While the billows near mie roll, 
While the tempest still is high, 
Then they were dashed down to death! 
Ob, how much others have endured for 
Christ, aud how little we endure for 
Christ | We want to ride to heaven ina 
Pullman sleeping car, our feet on soft 
plush, the bed made up early so we can 
sleep all the way, and the black porter 
of death to wake us up only in time to 
enter the golden city. We wantall the 
surgeons to fix our hand up, Let them 
bring On all the lint, and all the band- 
ages, and all the salve, for our hund is 
hurt, while Eleazar does not kuow his 
hand is hurt. ‘His hand clave unto the 
sword.” 

As I look at Eleazar's hand I.come to 
the conclusion that he bas done. a great 
deal of hard hitting. I am not surprised 
when I see that these four men—LEleazer 
and bis three companions—drove back 
the army of Philistines that Eleazar’s 
sword clave to his hand, for every time 
he struck on the enemy with one end of 
the sword the other end of the sword 
wounded him, When he took hold of 
the sword the sword took hold of him, 
Oh, we have found an enemy who can- 
not be conquered by rose water and soft 
It must be sharp stroke and 
straight thrust. There is intemperance, 
and there is fraud, and thero is gam- 
bling, and there is lust,and there ave ten 
thousand battalions of iniquity, armed 
Philistine iniquity, How are they to be 
captured and overthrown? Soft ser- 
mons in morocco cases lad down In front 
of an exqisite audience will not do it.

His great brain and 
his great heart Nave been severea, ine 
elmwood rods had stung him fearfully, 
When the corn ship breke up he swam 
ushore, coming up drenched with the 
brine. Every day since that day when 
tho horse reared under him in the sub- 
urbs of Damascus, as the supernatural 
light fell, down to this day when he is 
sixty-eight years of age und old and de- 
crepit from the prison cell of the Mamer- 
tine, he has been outrageously treated, 
and he is waiting to die.

Some of the cars were vot badly 
enough wrecked to killany of tho people 
on board them, but it. is miraculovs, con- 
sidering tho shape the cars are ‘left in, 
that any atall escaped without injury ia 
the others, 

Kighteen people were killed and injured, 

The fist section of the exenrsion train 
was calied the “Oswego” and the last sec- 
tion the ‘*Webb” special. 

F. J. Reid, conductor of the Oswego 
special, has sentin the following despatch 
to the officers of the road in Detroit: “1 
was stopping at Jackson for breakfast, and 
had just started, when the Webb special 
going west struck my train in tho tear part 
and broke three coaches. 1 cannot ascer- 
tain how many were injured. My train 
was protected in the Jackson yard by the 
s: maphore.” 

Engineer William Whalen, who lives at 
Jackson, was running tho last section He 
says: “I saw the tignal in the yard to keep 
back, and had my engine in hand, os | 
thought, but when I came down near the 
train, which was still, my air-brake would 
not work, and I ran into the coaches. The 
failure of the air-brake made it impossible 
to stop. Inever had such an exporience 
before.” Whalen is badly burned. One of 
his legs is broken, but he wiil live.

Among the officers on board the flagship 
are M. De Nelidolf, son of the Russian Am- 
bassador at Constuntinople, Dr. Popoff and 
Prince Makoutoff. Capt. Dyker is the 
officer in command, and Capt. Zatzarenny 
ia the assistant commander of the flagship. 
The Nicholas I belongs to the Baltic floot, 
iso barbette ship built of ateol oud wood, 
has two screws and was launched at Sr. 
Petersburg in ISSv. 

The Pamiat Azowa was built in 1888; 
she is an arinored cruiser with « crew of 
581 suilors, 20 officers and one chaplain ; 
she has 6 inches of. armor, carries 16 guns, 
has 8000 indicated horsepower, 6000 tons 
displacement and a speed of 18 knots per 
hour, 

\mong her officers are Prince Dolgorou-

The Adtniral Makhimoft, ao portially 
belted barbette crusier.

ment and a speed 6f 17 kiote per hour, The 
Admiral Makhimoff carries a crew of 23 
officers, 1 chaplain and 541 sailors, 

Among her officers are Captain Lavroff, 
who commands her, and Captain Stemman, 
her assistant commander, 

Tho Teretz, the pext on the list of the 
Russian fleet, isa gunboat, carrying a crew 
of 157 men. The Teretz is built of steel, 
has one screw, was launched in Sebastopol

Tho Formidable is a steel barbette ship 
with two screws, She was launched at 
L’Orient in 1885, has a displacement of 
11,910 tons, 9600 horsepower and a speed 
ot 15 knots; she has one torpedo tube, 
eight machine guns and 15 breech-l vading 
guns.

Continuing, the Mayor said: ‘*The union 
of the two peoples will prove to the entire 
world onr ardent desire that this shall be 
the inaugaration of an era of European 
peace. We find in our strength 
& guarantee of that peace which is necessary 
to liberty. An irresistible current bas boen 
established between the two races, whose 
association is the noblest spectacle that can 
be seen,” 

Admiral Avellan then toasted President 
Carnot and the French nation, after which 
ho added; The care which’ has been 
taken to enhance the splendor of this re- 
ception testifies to the greatness and mag- 
nilicent hospitality of the French, as well 
as the reciprocal sympathies of the two 
nations, 

The admiral concluded by proposing the 
health of the mayor, the prosperity of 
Toulon and the prosperity of the whole of 
France. 

During the afternoon the Russian officers 
witnessed a march pastof the musical socie- 
ties, Chroughout the day fete followed 
fete. _ The city is more crowded than ever. 
Fally 50,000 people flocked in,and the streets 
were ccowded with visitors from all parts of 
France.

Clemenceau says :'**We are friends because

It was, porhaps, that fact 
which stimulated Mr, Voorhees to declare 
at the close of the day’s session, after a 
remackablo speech, against the bill by Jones 
of Nevada, that in the language of 
John Paul Jones, the friends of the bill 
“had only begun to fight.” 
Notwithstanding the interesting and im- 
portant character of the debate progress- 
ing in the House upon the question of 
Chinese immigration and registration, the 
silver situation in the Senat, with its 
related subject of rules for the 
management of that body, easily 
holds first place in public attention 
as to the matters of rules. There is no 
belief that any change will comein the im- 
mediate future as to the silver question. 
The common expectation is some compro- 
mise bill will be brought forward on the 
Democrat side and be presented to a vote 
at the earliest possible moment. Just 
when this moment will arrive doubt- 
less depends largely. upon the nature 
of tho forthcoming compromise, for if 
it is not acceptable to the silver Republi- 
cans and Populists they can and probably 


will put many obstacles in the way of its | 


enactment into law. The probable course 
of events meanwhile is a continuance of the 
debate for afew days it loast.

The New York World of Saturday says 
editorially: 

As will be seen by reference to our 
financial columns this’ morning, the con- 
tinuous session fasco in the Senate hus 
quickly produced in the great monotary 
contre of the country an effect which carries 
& most significant warning. 

The marked deoline in values on the 
Stock Exchango yesterday, the/pnwilling- 
ness of bunks to make loans, the advance of 
sterling exchange toward the gold outflow 
point, the low ebb of the gold reserve in 
the national treasury, the hastening of the 
Union Pacific into the hands of a receiver, 
are signs of a returning fecling of distrust 
and alarm which cannot go unheeded with 
safoty and to which no patriotic senator in 
Washington can afford to shut his eyes 

This is the effect simply of the drawback 
sustained by repeal in the Senate Thursday 
night with the accompanying reports of 
compromise, It is an emphatic warning ot 
the widespread disaster that would befall 
the country shoul\! unconditional repeal be 
defeated in the Senate. 

It is a warning that stopping the suicidal 
purchase of silver is essential to avert one 
ot the worst panics the country has ever 
known, 

Iv isa warning that the pending contest 
in the Senate must be waged to a speedy 
and decisive finish, that there can be no 
compromise without disaster, no tempor- 
izing without dishonor and no delay with- 
out danger, 

The vital issue that 
Senate is whethor it shall exercise its 
constitutional function of carrying out the 
will of the people, or whether both Senate 
and people are Bt tho mercy of a mining 
camp oligarchy determined not only to de- 
feat repeal but to prevent even a volte on it 
by scandalous and unscrupulous obstruction 
unparalleled in legislative annals, 

Shall Senators who represent States 
menaced by the disastrous purchase of sil- 
ver sacrifice the interests of those States 
by surrendering to a domineering pig 
metal minority by compromising or tem 
porizing? 

Shall politics, cowardice or betrayal find 
any place in an emergency which involves 
a vital principle of free government ay well 
as the commercial and iudustrial prosperity 
of the poople? 

To these questions there can be but one 
answer.

Vessels That Have Been Wrecked. 


Cnicaco, Oct. 16.—The severity, of the 
northwest gale that has dwept the great 
lakes for the past 48 hours has not been ex 
ceeded during the season of navigation for 
the past 10 years, The list of wrecks in 
proportion to the number of vessels which 
were out in the gale is larger, perhaps, than 
in the history of the latter day marine, 

That there has been large loss of life now 
seems certain, but it may be several days 
before it is known just how many perished.

The Welleville Institute and ,LI- 
brary Association. 


To the Editor of the Intellwencer, 


Dear Srx,—Ibtzis gratifying to find that 
more interest is belog taken by the public 
in the Belleville Institute and Library As- 
soolation. It constantly has claims upon 
the attention of the people, for 1b only re- 
qalres a little thoaght and consideration to 
estimate the value and importance of such 
an Institution to the olty. I observed lest 
week a letterin the INTELLIGENCER adyo- 
coating the lowerlng of the annual fee for 
membership to one dollar, 1b belng now two 
dollars. ‘l'nls would be a good thing If it 
were practicable. Ib were better atillif we 
could have a free library and reading room, 
equipped as efficlently as the present one, 
if we could get b. but this of course Im- 
plies either that lt be supported by public 
funds, the people belng taxed therefor, or 
that {t be fully endowed by private benevo- 
lence. The Institute now gots a govern- 
ment grant and also an appropriation from 
the olty, bub these amounts, together with 
members’ fees, are not sufficient to main- 
tain its present efticlency. Liberal private 
contributions haye been made as well to Its 
fonds or tho Institute would nob be able to

Wat remains over the current expenses 
for rend, Iibrarian’s salary, light, heating, 
&o., ls devoted to increasing the number 
of volumes in the library and furnishing 
magazines, newspapers and other perlodi- 
cals for the reading room. If we did nob 
secure a sufficient revenue so as to havea 
certain amount over current expenses to 
procure additions to the library, the, inotl- 
bute would very shortly have to be closed. 
And again {b ts imperative that wo adda 
certain number of volumes every year to 
qualify for the Government grant, or it 
would be withdrawn, 

We could hardly hope, with the popula- 
tlon of Belleville, to get a large enough 
membership ab one dollar each to meet 
necessary expenses, let alone adding new 
bookea to the library. Every dollar over 
expenses for rent, &o., {s expended on on- 
larglog the library and adding new poriodl- 
cal, consequently every member benefits 
directly by the fees of all the other mem- 
bers, and the more largely the Inatitute Is 
patronized the better {t fs for each and for 
all, For two dollars a year every momber 
not only gebs the use of the leading maga- 
zines and dally newspapors, ony one of 
which would cost him nearly double that 
sum, bat ho has besides the use also of 
more than two thousend dollars worth of 
books. 

There {s no department for the supply of 
our wants In which co-operation can be #0 
effectually and profitably worked as in that 
of Hterature. In combining together in 
tbls way each gots the benefit of the whole, 
for every one can take all the value there 
{fs In a book, and yet loave {bt catire to all 
the restb—somothing Imposslble to do In the 
case of clothes, furnitare, or anything else. 

Any one who values highly the privilege 
of having access to a largo library, would 
rather advocate increasing mombora’ foes, 
inasmuch as the larger the amount of fees 
contributed to the funds, the greater the 
gain to each member. If there be two bun- 
dred members at two dollars, each ono gots 
the benefit of four handred dollara’ worth ; 
If tho feo wore four dollars, each would got 
the aso of elght hundred dollars’ worth, and 
so on. But tt is thought better to keop the 
year y foo within the reach of all and the 
same to all, and at which the Inatitate can 
be managed with somo dogroe of efliclonoy, 
{n order that the greatest nambor possible 
may avall thomsolyos of the bonofita the In- 
atitute offers, Tuos, Rirowie.

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN PARIS. 


A Youug Married Woman Mardered in a 
Mysterious Mauuer, 


Pants, Oct. 17.—One of those terrible 
crimes which periodically besmirch the re- 
putation of Paris has been perpetrated in 
the Rue Bouchardon, a working class dis- 
trict near the Porte St. Martin Theatre. 
Madame Dally, a youug woman, the wife 
of« foreman printer, was fouod foully and 
brutally murdered in her residence. The 
discovery was made by the husband on re- 
turning bome from work about § 
o'clock in the eyening. Blood was 
besprinkled all over the little place. 
The baby and its cradle were almost 
deluged with it. Madame Dally’s face was 
disfigared nearly beyond recognition by 
gaping wounds. Her forehead was cut 
Open and her right eye was destroyed, evi- 
dently from a blow inflicted with a heavy 
bronze candlestick, which was on the floor 
covered with blood, bits of flesh and tufts 
of hair. 

The printer was examined and could not 
give any clue. He said that he had no 
enomies that he knew of and his wife Was 
of repeals charaoter, assisting him 
materially by her earnings as 6 cravat- 
maker in kevping up their little establish- 
ment. He also stated that about £8 or £10 
in notes and gold had been taken from the 
wardrobe. Both the commissary and the 
juge d’instruction at first believed that the 
murder was the work of 4 burglar, or at 
least of an ordinary house thief who “had 
been surprised by Madame Dally, and ia 
the course of a struggle with her resolved 
to make away with the woman in order to 
save himself from falling into the bands of 
the law. ‘This theory, however, has beon 
replaced by another, to the effect that the 
crimo was due to revenge. The evident 
fury of the murderer and the savage thor- 
oughness of his terrible work point to the 
theory of revenge, and it is even said that a 
woman may have committed the deed. 
The whole case is therefore onveloped in the 
deepest mystery.

While the chemical test tube and the 
scales have served to show tho farmer 
the worth of the phosphates and nitrates 
offered him, a siniple bit of home-made 
apparatus enables iim to test the vitality 
of seeds—often sold at high prices.

On thie 
bottom of the small pan a piece of folded 
cotton is spread under and over the seed 
to be tested; the cloth hangs down into a 
little water poured into the linge pan, so 
as to keep the seed thoroughly moist.

Atthe Furzo station, Mr. Bol- 
ley says, no fewer than 146 varieties of 
wheat are grown with intent to compare 
their hardiness, yield, and resistance to 
disease; several of these varieties are the 
result of artificial crossing, The keep- 
ing seed wheat true toa single varicty 
isn point which has long been held as 
important by observing farmers; indeed, 
it isa point forced upon them by their 
harvesting machinery. If they plant 
different varieties of wheat together, 
they cannot avoid cutting inthe same 
swath grain ripe and unripe.

Along the streets where the Russians were 
likely to be seen the windows, balconies, 
house-tops and chimneys were black with 
people determined to shout themselves 
hoarse in honor of the Russian visitors, 
The streets were nearly hidden with decora- 
tions, and the moving muss of people con- 
spicuously displayed badges and other em- 
blems of Russian and French colors, 

The Russiana arrived at Gare de Lyons, 
which had been handsomely decorated, at 
9.20 a.m. and were received by the Cabinet 
Ministers and deputations from various re- 
ception committees, people 
crowded around the station aud packed tho 
platform shouting ‘*Vive la Russie,” wav- 
ing handkerchiefs, hats, sticks and um- 
brellas, seemingly determined upon making 
as much noise as possible. 

Admiral Avellan and officers stodd up in 
the carriages awaiting to escort them, Tho 
Military Clab replied to the cheere by ory- 
ing ‘Vive la France.” Some idea of the 
number of people assombled around the 
Gare de Lyons may be gathered trom the 
fact thatthe policeadmit that 100,000 people 
were around the railroad station boulevard, 
Every street leading to the Military Club 
was black with people, shouting for Russia 
and the Czar, It was impossible to move 
the carriages through the strect faster than 
a slow walk, owing to the immense surg- 
cheering masses which blocked the 


thousands of 


ing, 
way. 

Admiral Avellan, replying to an address 
of welcome at the railroad station by the 

*resident of the Council, said he was happy 
that he had been chosen to return the visit 
of Admiral Gervais toSt. Petorsburg, and 
with a few complimentary remarks to 
‘ranoe ceased speaking. The officers ap- 
peared thoroughly tired after their long 
journey, and the Toulon entertainments 
which preceded it, 

Ono feature of note was the crowds’ ex- 
treme good humor. They displayed ab- 
solutely no violence, while hundreds of 
thousands of men waved hats. Almost as 
many women waved handkerchiefs and 
aunshades, crying ‘Vive la Russic,” as the 
Russian sailors slowly walked to the Mili- 
tary Club. 

Admiral A. Vellan and h's officers no 
sooner entered the club than the tremen- 
dous roars of cheering in the Place del’ 
Opera compelled them to reappear on the 
baleony. Inreply tothe greeting of tho 
multitudes the admiral and staff waved 
their caps and cried, ‘*Vive la Franco.” 
This caused theclimax. The crowd went 
fairly mad with excitement, The Russian 
commander's cry of ‘‘Vive la France” was 
followed by adeafening rour from the crowds, 
Cries of ‘Vive la France,” ‘Vive la Russie,” 
‘Vive lu Marine Russe” and ‘Vive le Tzar” 
could be distinguished for a long time, 
Admiral Avellan stood bowing and waving 
hia cap on the balcony, while the crowd 
shouted itecll into a state of frenzy. The 
shouting continued long after the Russian 
officers retired toluncheon. After luncheon 
the Russians attended divine service in the 
Russian Church, Rue Daru. On the way 
tu chureh the scedes witnessed on the way 
from Gare de Lyons to Place del'Opera wore 
repeated, The crowds around the church 
vod Rue Daru were almost as great as at 
Place de |’ Opeia, 

tbe ceremony in the church was confined 
to the singing of the Russian hymn. The 
church was crowded, among those present 
heing all the members of the Russian Em- 
bassy and many French officers. At the 
conclusion of the services in the church the 
Russians were driveu to the Military Club, 
receiving another ovation as they passed 
through the streets back to headquarters. 
As on the occasion of the firet arrival at 
the club Admiral Avellan was forced to 
appear on the balcouy and bow to the 
plaudits of the multitude in Place de 
\' Opera. The enthusiasm of the crowds was 
worked to a high pitch by the fact that the 
Russian hymn was sung by a troupe of 
skilled musicians. This brought a storin of 
cries, amid which tor the first time was 
heard the obnoxious cry, the shouting of 
which was not considered good taste of 
"Vive la France Arme” and ‘Vive la 
Russie Armo.” 

The Russians drove to the Pulais Elysee 
this afternoon, The route was packed with 
enthusiastic people, Some persons raised 
hisses before the British Kmbaasy, but this 
demonstration was soon suppressed. While 
the Russians were enroute to the Palais 
the crowd sang the Marsoillaiso and cheered 
Russia, the Czar, France and the French 
army. On arriving at the Palais the Rus- 
sian Admiral and staff were received with 
military honors and presented to President 
Carnot by Baron Mohrenheim, the Russian 
ambassador, in the grand salon on tho firat 
floor. 

President Carnot, addressing tho visitors, 
said: ‘‘May the loyal interchange of our 
feelings and friendship be an inspiration to 
all who have at heart the benefit of peace, 
confidence and security, The great Em- 
peoror who sent you, Messieurs, and whom I 
greot from this place,entrusted you with an 
exalted mission which you have worthily 
carried out. I bid you, therefore, wel- 
come.” 

Admiral Avellan replied briefly, thank- 
ing the President for tho courtesies ex- 
bended to himself and officers on French 
soil, 

The Russians then lett the Palais and 
visited the Ministry of the Interior, Minia- 
try of War, Ministry of Marine, Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies. It was with diffi- 
culty the pélice forced a narrow lane 
through the vast concourse of people as- 
sembled around the public buildings. The 
crush was #0 groat that the vehicles were 
carried forward by the throng amid denafen- 
ing cheers, men, women and ohildren 
running beside the carriages and grasping 
the hands of the Russians, who often rose 
from their seater, waved their hats and 
shouted: ‘Vive nos bons amis les Fran- 
cnis,” crowds replying, ‘Vive nos bons 
amis les Russes.” Altogether the scene 
was unprecedented. All the prominent 
buildings are illuminated to-night, 
banquetin tho Palais this evening Presi- 
dent Carnot presided and all the ministers 

wore present.

While the Count and Countess were 
strolling through the woodauf tho eatate the 
gardener sprang out before them armed with 
a double-barreled gun. “Almost before the 
Count could utter a word the gardner shot 
him in the head and then shot the Countess 
inthe neok, The murderer dropped his 
gun and ranto the castle, He entered 
the hall and as the affrighted servants 
gathered about him to inquire as to his 
wild and disshelyed appearance he drew a 
revolver from his pocket and shot himsolf 
dead, 

Some gamekeepers in the vicinity of the 
scene of the crime heard the discharge of 
tho gun and ranto the place. The Count 
and Countess were conveyed to the castle, 
The Count died shortly after the physicians 
arrived, It is reported that the Countess 
also died yesterday afternoon.

He chatted about baseball 
and other games, but said’he would rather 
not say anything about his case. A small 
table near his cell door was littered with 
fruit and reading matter. 

While the charge was being read to 
Hooper he stood quite calm and collected. 

The principal witness yesterday was the 
mother of deceased, Rosalie St. Andre, 
wife of Toussaint Malo of St. Ambroise de 
Kildare. 

She testified that her daughter was 30 
years of age and'married Hooper 10 years 
ago in Montreal, Witness told of a visit 
of Hooper and his wife tober place a month 
ago. Her daughter was then insane. 
Hooper arrived first and said his wife had 
jumped from a train. Herson and Hooper 
went in search of Mrs. Hooper and return- 
ed with her and brought her home. Bo in- 
sane was deceased when she retruned home 
that she did not know witness and strock 
her on the head with a poker, So excited 
was witness at the time that she could not 
remember where Hooper said he found his 
wife, 

He seemed to feel bad about his wife 
being 80 insane. Seeing he felt so bad wit- 
ness told acoused thaf it would be better if 
hekept his wifeinanasylum. He after- 
wards got the commitment from the priest 
at St. Ambroise de Keldare. 

A sensation was caused at this point by 
the witness trying to speak to the accused. 
The lawyers for tho prosecution objected to 
this and the judge ruled that the witness 
had no right to speak to him. 

Yesterday Hooper had changed his 
clothes and wore a new black suit instead 
of the brown checkod coat and vest he had 
woru ever since his arrest, for he had re- 
ceived a valise from Port Hope containing 
clothing. . 

During the whole time while Mrs. Hooper 
was at witness’ house she was continually 
watched, asshe had threatened to ruo 
away. Hooper took his wife away at 
2 o'clock on the afternoon of Monday, Sept.

But little has been beard of Marshal Moo- 
Mahon since he retired from the presidency 
on Jan. 30, 1879, Mme. MacMahon, who is 
still alive, has the title of Duchess of Cas- 
tries, 

Tho MacMabons were always a fighting 
race, aod the name is prominent in Frenct 
military annals, sharing in glory ond io dis- 
astor, One of his ancestors was at Water 
loo, and it was bo who led forward tho rogi- 
mont which wumde those threo terrible 
chargos that are recorded among the great 
deods of the French army, Only 100 men of 
itenumber remained, aud of these all but 
eight were wounded, 

"A recent biographor, speaking of Marshal 
NaoMahon's Irish desoont, saya that be was 
a direct descondant of Brian Boru, the 
famous Irish king who conquered the Danes 
at Clontarf. Hetheu goes on; “There is 
much romance connected with the story of 
the sattlement of the Irish MacMabove in 
France, Away back in the 17th century, it | 
is told, one Terence MacMabon was a retain- | 
er of the famous house of Sarafleld. Ho 
owned a farmat Leadmore, County Clure, 
which bad belonged to bis ancestors for 
many years, Bat be was fallen in fortune, 
and was glad toserve the groat Sarefiolus 
Febada son named Terevce, and this sou 
marrie? Anne Clarke, a waiting maid who 
had served the Castlemaines and bad been 
brought to Ireland by Lord Tryconuel. 
This couple went back to Leadmore to live, 
Of all their children only one, John, lived to 
grow up, audas a companion for bim they | 
adopted a nephew, John Baptist MaoMabon. | 

“These two Jada were seut to France to be | 
educated as physicians, They got on un- 
commonly well and after graduation were 
appointed to flue positions in the public 
military service. Lord Tyrconnel was their 
friend and patron and belped them mightily. 
Jobn went with Lord zyrconas! to Berlin, 
whore the latter was Fronob Ambassador 
and tho former pbysioian to the embassy. 
There he spout twenty years aud was. a close | 
friend of Voltaire, He lett one son, Patrick 
MeoMahon, who won the favor of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, and was librarian to the Faoulty 
of Mediciue in Paris for penny eete. 

Asfor John Baptist MaoMahon, he was 
evon more successful. Being a stalwart, 
handsome fellow, with a fine touol of blar- 
ney, he was a prime favorite among the 
ladies of the French court, Ono of them got 
him a place at the head of a great hospital 
at Autun and introduced bim to a crippled 
old woman thers who was worth 3,000,000/, 
The dactor cared for the old woman until 
sho died, and then found himself heir to all 
her fortane, Then he married a groat lady, 
ove Charlotte le Belin d'Eguilly, who was 
the widow of one nobleman, daughter of 
another and niece and hbeir to a 
third. Jobn Baptist MacMahou mar- 
ried ber in 1754, and they bad soven 
obildren, Some of these took high-soundiny 
titles belonging to their mother’s family, 
such as Marquis de Viango, Comte do Char— 
ney and Baron Sully. The second son, who 
bore the last two titles named, fled to Brus- 
sels during the French revolution and 
married a Iady of the great Caraman-Cbi- 
may family, a niece also of Mirabeau. 
Their third son was named Marie Edmonde 
Patrice Maurice MaoMabon. He was born 
at Autun in 1808, and became the Grand 
Old Man” of Franco, 

On July 20, 1882, Marshal MaoMabon 
completed bis memoirs, but he would not 
allow them to be published until after his 
death. Tbey are in four volumes aod cover 
the time between the Algerian campaign snd 
the establishment of the French Republic. 
Mme, la Marea geeteg Mabon will bave 
obarge of their publication. Mme, la Mare- 
chale was never very popular at the Elysee. 
Sho was a strong legitimist and exceedingly 
devout, French wits said of her: ''The 
Marshal goveros France—Mmea de Mac- 
Mahon governs the Marshal, and the cure of 
St. Clotilde goveros Mme. de MacMahon.” 
She is said to have wept bitterly when she 
quitted the Elysee, But she was a good wife 
and mother if an unpleasant lady president, 


COMPOSER GOUNOD. 


The Author of Faust’ and Other Operas 
Dies In Paris, 


! 


Panis, Oct, 18. —Charles Francois Gounod, 
composer of **Faust,’ died yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Charles Francois Gounod, compoyr, was 
boro in Paris, June 17, 1818, whore he 
entered the Conservatoire at the age of 26, 
and the following year carried off the great 
Rome” prize, entitling him to residence in 
Italy, where he studied carly church mueic. 
On his return to France he soon became 
known as o lyric composer for the stage 
by his pastoral of “‘Philamon and Bau- 
cisis.”” Few composers who have rison 
to eminence have had more fail: 
ures nt the outset of their carcers 
than the author of one of the most sut- 
oeasfaul of modern oporas, ‘Faust,’ which 
although not actually the first successful 
work of Gounod took all the lovers of 
operatic music by surprise. What rendered 
his success more remarkable was the fact 
that Goethe's musterpiece had been pre- 
viously set to music a hundred times, 
Pot one of these efforts was cousidered 
worthy of the theme. M, Gounod is 
the composer, umongat other works of 
**The Mock Doctor,” ‘Romeo and Juliet,” 
produced in Parisand London in 1867; and 
**Polyeacte” produced at the Grand Opera, 
Paris, Oct. 7, 1878. His opera, ‘The 
T'ributo of Zomora,”’ was produced at the 
Grand Opera in Paris on April J, 1881, and 
in the following year his sacred work of 
“The Redemption,” was produced at the 
Birmingham musical festival.

by other fleots without realizing the fact 
that there are others besides ourselves who | 
set a high value on their navy and England 
should never relax her efforts if she wished 
to be on a level with them. 

The recent terrible disastera showed that 
she must be prepared for extra exertion to 
insure against the surprises which modern 
science might discover in the future. Hoe 
expressed the hope thatthe necessities of 
the budget would not cause the Government 
to neglect thenavy orallow it to relapse 
because of the addition of other duties. 

Lord Salisbury declared that in the event 
of Home Rule being given to Ireland the 
navy would have to watch another coast 
which, if England became embroiled with a 
foreign power, would likelier prove hostile 
than not. Napoleon, he added, used to 
say, if ho scoured Antwerp, it would bea 
piace presented at the mouth of the 

hames. The British people did not want 
patel Fesrentes at the mouths of the 

Jlyde, Morsey and Avon Rivers. This 

was ono of the dangers towards which the 

present misguided rulers of the country 
were impetuously rushing. 

Apart from this two-fifths of the popu- 
lace of Ireland would have to be preserved 
from the rapacity of the other three-fifths, 
and the Ulsteritex would have to be pro- 
tected against the results of subjection to 
their inferior and bitterly hostile fellow- 
country mon.

Let ua examine the foundations of this 
claim. In October 1881, which was before 
the largo British cutters had entered the 
field of compotition, and when the little, 
narrow ind deep Scotch cutter Madge had, 
by her vio‘origs over Amertcan sloops of 
about hor own afze, caused a warm diecas~ 
sion on the quostion of type, the American 
principle or type was thus stated ia the 
Spirit of the Times by ‘*Devoved Yachta- 
man,” who wad then regarded as one of the 
ablest aud moat conservative of American 
writers on yachts and yachting: ‘Tho 
* American principle or Idea Is light draft 
“sof water, moderate ballast, and propor- 
‘‘tionate canvas to overcome rosistance, 
“sailing on top of and not through the 
** water.” 

The Vigilant conforms to this American 
“principle” by drawing 14 ft. or more of 
water, with an enormous lead kee! of 60 
tons in welgot, whoreas~ the American 
method of ballasting conslsted In placing 
the ballast (usually fron or stone) Inside 
the yachts; and fierce wero the Invectives 
egalnst outelde lead, in which American 
writers indulged. The Vigilant, without 
her centreboard, which giver her a “‘Iight 
draft” of 24 ft., draws more than any other 
yacht—British or American—that ever 
raced for the cup, until the Valkyrie ap- 
peared, and she draws bub 16 ft.6in. In 
fact, the Vigilant is a very powerfal 
outter of great beam, with a centreboard 
added, and she would probably bo able to 
defeat the Valkyrie without uslog her 
board, always provided that her plane of 
lateral resistance 1s sufficlent to enable her 
to “hang on’’ to windward.

The Cattle Export Trade. 

Cables this week from the other-side in 
regard to the sale of cattle In the British 
markets show a considerable loss on Cina 
dian shipments, some of the exporters hay 
ivg lost $6 to $7 per head. The markets 
for the past few weeks have been the worst 
of the season, Shipments up to lash night 
were 16,446 head of ca}tle behind last cea 
sop, the figures belng 76.702 head this 
year, and 93,148 head for the same perlod 
last year. On account of the restrictions 
placed opon Canadian cattle In Great 
Britain, the atocker trade with Scotland 
has been completely killed. Up to that 
date Inst year 18,018 stockera had gone 
forward, while only twenty five animale 
have been shipped thls season. The 
ranshe cattle this year have tarned out 
well. More have been exported than dar- 
ing previous seasons, while they have, as a 
nsual thing’ been in very good conditton. 
Some money has been made In ranch cattle, 
but this 1s aboub the only branch of the 
live stock trade In which exporters have 
come out even.—Montreal Star.

numerous as to crowd tho vossel’s accommo- 
dation to the utmost, and they wero all 
ina most filthy condition. Not only the 
hold but the decks swarmod with wor- 
shippers, and ho gives an awful account of 
the sickuoss and mortality that prevailed 
during the trir. 

The deaths ete cholera alone among the 
pilgrims numbered 40 daily, The corpses 
were suspended by ropes from the sides of 
the vessel, where thoy hung rotting and 
stinking until the vessel's arrival in port. 
This proceeding was due to the Mahomotan 
aversion to being buried at sea. ‘The chiel 
mate and six seamen also died,

In classes for chedder cheese of this year’s 
make, Canada took 369 awards against 46

Testing the Mammoth Oheese 

The mammoth cheese otf 22,000 pounds 
was tested by the judges and tho following 
is the commendation they make : 

“We, the undersigned judges of cheese 
atthe World's Columbian Exposition in 
October, 1893, certify that we this day 
examined the mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada in tho agricultural building by boring 
into it with a trier toa depth of 33 inches. 
Weroport that the checse is sound from 
the rind to the centre, that it draws per- 
fectly solid and cuts close in 
the texture. It has a good, 
clean flavor, which is quite tusty. 
In our opinion it has kept its flavor re- 
markably well. Wo found the color uni- 
form and true; the workmanship of tho 
making is most creditable. We attach a 
soore card, which shows 95 points out of a 
possible score ot 100 points, and recommend 
that a medal and diploma be awarded to 
the Dairy Commissioner for Canada, being 
informed of the conditions under which the 
mammoth cheese, now 13 months old, was 
exhibited during the summer in a builiing 
with a glass roof, where the temperature 
often stood over 90, a wonder and surprise to 
usall. (Signed.) George E. Perlee, A. H. 
Barber, A. F, MacLaren.”

PROOKLYN, Oct, 15—The character of 
the liyions given out by Rey, Dr. Tal- 
tmige in the Brooklyn Tabernacle this 
forenoon, called for the unusual power 
of congregational singing, organ and 
cornet, and the voice of the thousands 
of worshippers made the place re- 
sound with music, The subject was, 
‘THelpful Churches,” the text being 
Psalins 20, 2, “Send thee help from the 
anotuary,” 

If you should ask fifty men what the 

Church is, they would give you fitty dif- 
ferent answers. One man would say, 
“It is a convention of hypocrites.’’ An- 
ollier, ‘It is an assembly of people who 
feel themselves a creat deal better than 
others.’ Another, ‘It is a place for 
gossip, where wolverine disposition de- 
voureach other.” Another, “It is a 
place for the oultivatiou of superstition 
and cant.” Anotier, “It is an arsenul 
where theologians go to get pikes and 
muskets and shot,” Another, ‘Itia an 
art gullery, where men go to admire 
grand arches, and exquisite fresco, and 
tuusicel warble, and the Dantesque in 
gloomy imagery,” -Another man would 
eay’'1¢ is the best place on earth except 
my own home, If I forget thee,O, Jeru- 
salem | Jetiny right hand forget her 
cunning.” 
_ Now, my friends, whatever the Church 
is, wy text tells you what it ought to be; 
a great, practical, homely, omnipotent 
lielp. ‘Send the help from the sanctu- 
ary.” The pew Dpaht to yield restful- 
ness fo Lhe body, The color of the up- 
holstery ought to yield pleasure to the 
eye. ‘The entire service ought to yield 
strength for the moil and struggle of 
every-day life. The Sabbath ought to 
be harnessed to all the six days of the 
week, drawing them in the right direc- 
tion. The Clrurch ought to be a magnet, 
visibly and mightily affecting all the 
homes of the worshippers, Every man 
gels roughly jostled, gets jbused, gets 
cut. gets insulted, gets slighted, gets ex- 
usperated. By the time the Subbath 
comes, he bas an accumulation of six 
days of apnoyuuce, and that is a starve- 
ling church service which hus not 
5 rength enough to take thatuccumwulated 
unnoyance and |url it into perdition, 
Lhe business mansits down in church 
lieminchey from te week's engagements. 
Perhaps, he wishes he had tarried at 
Lome ou the leunge with the newspapers 
aul the slippers, That man wants to be 
cooled off, and graciously diverted, 
Yhe tirst wave of the religious service 
ought to dash clear ever the jiurricaue 
decks, und leave him diepping with holy 
wid glud and lieavenly emotion, “Send 
ié help from the sanctuurg,” 

Iu the first piace, sanctuary help 
ought to come from the music.

No, Lam no worshipper of noise, but 
ILelieve that if our Aiwerican chnrches 
would with full heartiness of soul and 
full einpbhasis of yoice sing the songs of 
Z.on, this part of sacred@worship would 
have tenteld more power than it has 
now, Why not take this purt of the 
savred service and lift it to where it 
vught to be? Al the annoyances of life 
might be drowned out of that sucred 
song. Do-you tell me that it is not 
fashionable to siig very loudly? Then, 
I say, away with the fashion. ~ We dam 
tack the great Mississippi of congrega- 
tiohal singing, and let a few drops of 
melody trickle through the dam, 1 say, 
take away the dam, and let the billows 
rour on their way to the oceanic heart 
of God, Whether it is fashionable to 
sing loudly or not, let us sing with all 
possible emphasis, 

We heara great deal of the art of 

singing, of music as an entertainment,of 
music o8 A recreation. Itis bigh time 
We heard something of music asa help, 
a practical help. In order to do this, we 
must only have a few hymna. New 
tunes and new hymns every Sunday 
make poor congregationul singing, Fifty 
liymins are enough for fifty years, The 
Episcopal Church prays the same pray- 
ers every Sabbath, and year after year, 
and century after centuay, For that 
reason they have tho hearty responses. 
Let us take ahint from that fact, and 
let us sing the 6ame songs Sabbath after 
Sabbath. Only in that way can we come 
to the full force of, this exercise, Twenty 
thousand years will not wear out the 
hymns of William Cowper, and Charles 
Wesley, and Isaac Watts. Suppose now 
each person in this audience has brought 
all the annoyauces of the last three 
hundred aud sixty-five days. Fill this 
room to the ceiling with sacred songs, 
and you would drown out all those an- 
noyances of the three hundred and 
sixty-five days, and you would drown 
them out forever. Organ and cornet 
ure only to marshal the voice, Let 
(ie volce fall into line, and in com- 
panies, and in brigades, by storm take 
the obduracy aud sin of the world, If 
you cannot sing for yourself, sing for 
others, By trying to give others good 
cheer, you will bring good cheer to your 
own heart. When Londonderry,  Ire- 
land, was besieged many years avo, the 
people inside the city were famishing, 
and a vessel came up with provisions, 
but the vessel ran on the river bank and 
stuck fast.

Again Lremark, that sanctuary 
ought to come from the sermon, OF a 
thousand people in this or auy other 
aud.ence, how many waht sympatiietic 
help? Do you guess a hundred? You 
lave guessed wrong. I will tell you 
just the proportion, Out of a thousand 
people in this audience there sre just 
one thousand who need sympathetic 
help. These young people want it just 
os muol as the old, ‘Phe old people 
sometimes seem to think they have a 
RionDpOLy of the rheumatisms, and the 
neuralgias, and the headaches, and the 
physical disorders of the world; but I 
tell you there are no worse headaches 
than are felt by some of these young 
people. Do you know that much of the 
work is done by the young? Raphael 
died at thirty-seven; Richelieu at thirty- 
one; Gustavus Adolphus died at thirty- 
eight; Innocent [1], came to his mightiest 
iafluence at thirty-seven; Cortez conquer- 
ed Mexico at thirty; Doh John won 
Lepanto at twenty-five; Grotius was 
attoruey-general at twenty-four, and I 
have noticed amid all classes of meu 
that some of the severest battles and the 
toughest work comes before thirty. 
Therefore we must have our sermons 
and our exhortation in prayer meeting 
all sympathetic with the young. And 
so with these people further on in life. 
What do these doctors and Jawyers and 
merchants and meclfanics care about 
the abstractions of relizion? What they 
want is help to bear the whimsicalities of 
patients, the browbeating of legal oppo- 
nents, the unfairness of customers, who 
have plenty of fault-finding for every 
imperfection of handiwork, but no 
praise for twenty excellences. | What 
does that brain-racked. hand-bilstered 
man care for Zwwingle’s ‘Doctrine of 
Original Sin,” or Augustine’s *‘Anthro- 
pology ?”) You mightas well go to a 
man who has the pleurisy and put on 
his side a plaster made out of Dr. Parr’s 
“Treatise on Medicul Jurisprudence,” 

While all ofa sermon muy not be 
helpful alike to all, if it be a Christian 
sermon proached, by a Christian man, 
there will be help for every one some- 
where. We go into an apotiecary 
store. We see others being waited on ; 
we do not complain because we do not 
inimediately yet the medicine ; we 
know our turn will come after awhile. 
And so while all partsofa sermon may 
not be appropriate to our case, if we 
wait prayerfully before the sermon is 
through, We shall have the divine pre- 
scription, Isay to thise young men 
whocome here Subbath by Sabbath, 
aud who are going to preach the Gospel, 
these theological students—I suy to 
them, we wantin our sermons not more 
metaphysics, nor miore imagination, por 
niore logic, nor more profundity. 
What we want in our sermons 
aud Christian exlortations is more 
sympathy. When Pither Taylor preach- 
ed in the Sailor’s Bethel at Boston, the 
jack tars felt that they liad help for their 
duties umong the ratiines and the fore- 
castles. When Richard Weaver preich- 
ed to the operatives in Oldham, Buy- 
lund, all the workingmen felt they hud 
more grace for the spindles, Wien Dr. 
South preactied to kings and princes and 
princesses, all the mighty ion and wo- 
men who heard him felt preparation for 
their bigh stations, 

Again, Lremark, that sanctuary help 
ought to come through the prayers of all 
the people. The door of the eternul 
storehouse is hung on one hinge, a gold 
hipge. the hinge of prayer. and when 
the whole audience lay hold of that 
door, it must come open, ‘There are 
here many people spending their first 
Sabbath after some great bereavement 
What will your prayer do for thei? 
How will it help the tomb in that twan’s 
heart? Here are people who have not, 
been in church before fon teu yenrs; 
what will your prayer do for them 
by rolling over their soul holy mem- 
ories? Hare are people incci-es of awlul 
temptation, They ure on the verge of 
despair, or wild bluodering, or theft, or 
suicide, What will your prayer do fon 
them this morning in the way of giving 
them strength to resist? Will you be 
chiefly anxious about the fit of the glove 
that you put on your foreliead while you 
prayed? Will you be chiefly critical of 
the rhetoric of the pasto.’s petition? No, 
No. A thousand people will feel “that 
prayer is for me,” and atevery step of 
the prayer chains ought to drop off, and 
temples of sin Ought to crush into dust, 
and jubilees of deliverance ouglit to 
braudish their trumpets, In most of 
our churches we have three prayorn— 
the opening prayer, whatis called the 
“long prayer,’ and the closing prayer. 
There are many people who spend 
the first prayer in atranging their 
apparel after entrance, and spend the 
second prayer, the “long prayer,” in 
Wishing it were through, and sped the 
lust prayer in preparing to sturt for 
home, The most insiguilicant part of 
every religlous service is the sermon, 
The more important parts are the Scrip- 
ture lesson and tle prayer. ‘The seroion 
is ouly a man talking to & mun, The 
Scripture lesson is God talking lo man, 
Prayer is man talking to God, Oh, if 
we understood tlhe grandeur and the 
pathos of this exercise Of prayer, insteid

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Batrie Cree, Oct. 21,—Collision, nre, 
death, and what is worse than all, 
mystery, combine to make the wreck 
on thé Chicago and Grand Trank 
Railway at Battle Crock, Michigan, yeater- 
day, one of the most appalling recorded in 
the long list of railroad disasters. 

The accident occurred in the Battle 
Creek yards, and was caused by the en- 
gineer of a Raymond and Whitcomb 
special returning from Chicago forgetting 
his orders to meet at Grand Rapids the 
Pacific expross. 

The Pacific expross is timed to leave Ta- 
ronto at 2.50, reaching Hamilton at 3.55, 
leaving there at 4.16 and arriving at the 
Sarnia Tunnel at 8.58, and thence by the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk to Chicago and 
timed to arrive at Battle Creek at 1.30, 
It was about three hours late.

A Description of the Unidentified Bodies 
and Effeots, 

Barrie Creek, Mich., Oct. 21.—Twenty 
six heaps of charred, blackened flesh, all 
that remains of what less than 24 hours 
ago were men, women and children in the 
enjoyment of life, health und happiness, 
reat upon the floor of an improvised morgue 
in the baseinent of a furniture store of this 
city. A mile away in the city hospital are 
a score or more of human beings with 
gashed bodies and broken limbs. Add to 
this an engineer in jail and a conductor a 
fugitive from the law and the story is told 
in brief of tho latest of railroad horrors and 
one of the most appalling in character of 
this or recent years. This is the list of 
dead and unidentified bodies: 

E. T. Macoow, Providence, R.I., identi- 
fied by his papers in a pocketbook. Ocher 
articles found in what remained of clothing 
werea pair of spectacles, railroad ticket, 
two blank books,pocketbook containing $64 
in money, silver open-faced watch, pocket- 
knife and bottle of pills.

The country ia which the 
British columna are operating is a most 
difficult one for the transportation of troops, 
The country is studded with enormous 
rock hills, and in some places it is necessary 
to olimb up, then pull the provisions and 
ammunition up after. 

Administrator Jameson is receiving the 
highest praise for the ablo manner in which 
he brought about the junction of the “two 
columns, which is a movement of the great- 
est importance to the success of the ex- 
pedition. Itis predicted that the British 
columns will bring about o speedy and suo- 
cessful ending of the campaiga, 

Tho advancing force of the coloniste is 
variously estimated at from 2000 to 3000 
mén, which were drawn from the forta of 
the British South Africa Company, all 
directly under the command of Dr, Jameron, 
administrator of the colony, The command 
divided into three divisions. 

The Matabeles are largely armed with 
rifles but are short of ammunition and not 
skilled in the use of this weapon.

Dear Siz,—lt is unfortucate that one 
who evidently desires tho welfare of the 
Belleville Institute and Library, signing 
himself ‘Ore Dollar,"should so unwittlog: 
ly hinder {b by unintentionally making {t 
seem that the management had aught elee 
in view than to make the Institation a 
thoroughly popular one,—a library and 
reading roum for the people ab large, with- 
{n ready and easy access to all. Though 
your correspondent’s {intention may be 
good he ought to know that the suggestion 
and statement, by one who professes to be 
interested in the {nstitute, that the man- 
agement is nob acting wisely or consider- 
ately in makiog the fee two dollars and 
that {t ought to be leas, will be Jaid hold 
on as an excuse not to become members by 
many who otherwlee would. 

The directors have fully considered this 
subject repeatedly and have brought it be- 
fore the annual meeting of members to dis- 
cuss, and they are ready always to recon 
sider this or any other matter to make the 
Institute more and more a succena, and tb Is 
before a meeting of the members or of the 
directors that a subject of this kind ought 
to be brought, especlally by one who pro- 
fesses to be a friend. 

The Institute has been maintained with 
a good degree of success for over seventeen 
years. Ab first the annual feo was $4; 
later it was raduced to $3, and now Ib fs 
made $2, with no corresponding {norease In 
membership. As we sald before, the fee la 
now less than the price of one good dally 
paper, yeb {t purchases access to all the 
leading newspapers of the Dominion, bo- 
aldes several English and American papors, 
together with most of the best moegazines 
and the use of over two thousand dollars 
worth of books, The whole of the benefit 
resulting from any revenue in excess of the 
cost of management becomes the property 
of each and all. Tht {s a co operative in- 
stitution, but If the means furnished by tho 
members to co-operate with be withdrawn 
or 60 reduced as not to yleld an adequate 
return for working purposes, 1b muab coase 
to exisb. 

Those of us who have worked for the In- 
atitate since its Inception, are conviaced by 
experience that an annual fee of loss than 
$2 will fall to meet necessary wanta and 
keop It attractive. Admitted that three or 
even four times the number now on the roll 
could be prevailed upon, ab one dollar, to 
join fora year through personal solloltation, 
these could not be depended on to remain 
permanently. I will be only those who 
esteem and appreciate the valuable privi- 
leges furnished, who will continue to be 
members and ald In Its maintainance. 

If there be any one who desires to use 
the Ilbrary and reading room, who really 
cannot afford to pay $2 a year, the Institute 
will, I am sure, most gladly give such an 
one the uso of ita privileges, without any 
payment whatever if needful.

This train, which was 
nearly three hours late, was composed of 13 
day coaches and two baggage cars. Most 
of the day coaches had seen many yeurs’ | 
sorvioe, and were in poor condition to with- | 
stand a collision.

The Pacific express was in charge of Con- 
ductor John Bird and Engineer Gil Cran- 
shaw, both of whom had received orders at ; 
Lansing to look out for the westbound train

Battle Creek station Engineer Woololy 
proceeded up the double track, but instead 
of stopping in accordance with his instruc-

He had hardly gone more than an eighth , 
of a milo when.the headlight of the Pacilic , 
express was seen coming around the slight | 
curve behind! the telegraph ‘office of the } 
railroad yards.

Whitoomb exoursion from Chicago. The 
driver of the Raymond-Whitcomb exour- 
sion from Chicago had received ordora to 
wait on double traok for arrival of No. 9. 
He evidently forgot the order and passed 
on the single traok in face of No. 9, which 
had just come in. The aprecont report 
states that 20 were killod and injured. No 
one injured on No, 9, nor on the Raymond- 
Whitcomb train.” 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Passengers Entangled in n Fiery Farnace 
and Oremated Alive} 

Barrie Creek, Mioh., Oct. 21.—The 

worst accident of the year ocourred about 

4 o'clock yeaterday in tho yards of the 


Chicago and Grand Trunk Railway, close 


to the roundhouse, in this city, in which at 
least 25 persoas lost their lives and double 
as many more were badly injured. 

A Raymond and Whitoomb special train 
of passengers from New York and Boston 
was returning from Chicago. ‘he train 
was in charge of Condactor Scott. of this 
city and Engineer Wooley, and took orders 
at the station to meet at 
the Pacific express going weat, duo at this 


atation at 1,30a.m, yesterday but which was | - 


_three hours late. 

The conductor or engineer, 
the Raymond special 
passed Nichols station and collided with 
the Pacifiv express coming west at the rate 
of about 30 miles an hour, The two 
engines wore driven into each other and are 
total wrecks. The one on the express was 
No, 153;a new Cook engine, in use only 
two weeks, 

The engineers and firemen saw that the 
collision was inevitable, shut off steam 
reversed engines, put on brakes and al! 
jumped and escaped without serious i 
jury, 

The conductor of the Pacific express, 
naned Burke, was badly hurt, 

When the collision took place the socond 
and third day coaches on No, 9, the train 
going west, completely telescoped. It was 
m these cars that the horrible sacrifice of 
life took place. ‘The second coavh cut 
through the third coach like « knife and the 
roof paused over the heads of tlose sleeping, 
and tho ill-fated passengers were complete- 
ly entombed an a fiery furnace, 

‘The engine and baggage car of the special 
wero badiv wrecked, but the coaches being 
sluepers, und the train moving slowly, ea- 
cuped injury. The parsengers in the 
four coaches were more or loas 
injured und in one of them, No. 
13, called the unlucky coach, it having 
been in several accidents before, there 
wore 25 dead bodies taken out this morning 
by the firemen. They were pinioned under 
senisand jammed up against the end of 
the coach by the next coach, which had 
telescoped it, and then burned like rats in 
& trap, 

The accidont was a mile 
station and hefore the water could be 
tured on the cara they\were all burned. 
No one on the Raymond special was in- 
jured, 

The Pacific express was made up of 13 
old coaches and four of thein were com- 
pletely burned, catching fire from the 
lainps in the cars. ‘Lhe bodies were burned 
so badly as to be unrecognizable. Nearly 
all had their heads, arms or legs burned off 
and cannot be identified as yet, 

As the second car was driven back 
through the third it swept the peoplein a 
mass to the north end of the latter car, in 
the vicinity of the stove, where most of the 
bodies were afterwards foutid. The care 
immediately took fire and in an instant 
they were all ablaze, The night yardmen 
and thu people living in the vivinity wore 
on the scene us soon as possible, 

One passonger escaped through the door- 
way. Others who oscaped smashed out the 
windows and climbed through. Only three 
escaped from the left side and not more 
than six from the otherside. All the rest 
of the occupants of the second coach per- 
ished, 

Tho most horrible sight was that pro- 
sented by Mrs. Charles VaijDusen of Fort 
Plain, N.Y. She succeedediin getting half 
way out of the window, but her legs were 
fastened, and who ran to her assiat- 
ance could not release her, Sho was burned 
to death before their eyes with one half of 
her body still hanging out of the window, 
Bofore death came to relieve her sulfur ings 
she gavo her name. 

Her husband, Charles 
terribly injured, but was taken from the 
wreck alive. He was removed to the 
Nichola Memorial Homo, where he died at 
10 o'clock. 

Honry Canfield, one of the night clerks 
of the Chicago and Grand Trunk gtlices, 
heard the crash and immediately pulied tho 
fire alarm and then telephoned the 
engine house ond informed the firomen of 
the wreck, Tho fire dopartmont responded 
promptly, but the wreck waa ovor a mile 
aw ay 

The awfal work of rescuing the dead and 
injured was not completed until 9 o'clock 
this morning, when the last body was taken 
from the wreck. Sufficient stretchers were 
not to be had and the workers nailed 
boards together, on which the charred 
bodivs were laid and carried away as fast as 
they wero extricated 

At 9 o'clock 26 doad bodies had been 
taken out of the ruina of the wrecked cars, 
every bit of clothing belng burned from the

Port Datuousie, Unt., Oot. 23 About 
1.15 o’elock Sunday morning burglars 
entered the canal tolls office here tnrough a 
rear window with tho purpose of robbery 

W. B. Clark, collector, hearing 4 slight 
noise in the office, jumped up off his couch, 
where ho had beon sleeping, in time to see 
a man atiok his head through the bedroom 
door. Mr. Clack grabbed his revolver, and 
asked the man what he wanted, The burg: 
lar made no reply, and Olark shot at him 
the next instant it theak rie th 

The burglar dropper mokward to 6 
floor, and Wellod ton bia pal, ‘Jaok, Jack, 
I'm shot.” 

Mr. Clark had just slammed the door shut 
when a bullets came through the door and 
entered thé wall about mix inches from 
his head, Mr, Clark then raised the bed- 
rooin window and yelled for help in hope of 
making the lock-tenders hear bim, w hen & 
acoond bullet camo whistling through the 
window, but, fortunately, missed him by 
about two inches. Before the look men had 
arrived the burglars had dragged the in- 
jured man through tho window and started 
ou, 

Ate Clark and “tht lock men followed 
them as faras the railroad bridge, whero 
they lost track of them, and only having 
one revolver inthe party, and Mr, Clark 
with nothing but alight suit of underclothes 
on, they doomed ib better to come back and 
get more help. ; 

The police station at St. Catharines 
was notified immediately and the 
chief frontior points as soon as possible, 

No further trace of them was found 
until 2 o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
body of a well-dressed young man about 
28 years of age, with sandy hair and light 
sandy mustache, was found about 40 
yards from the canal olfice. 
" On examination a bullet wound was 
found in the man’s breast about half an 
inch above the right nipple, and is sup- 
posed to be the man shot by Mr. Clark 
early in the moruing. } 

Anumber of rings and other jewelry 
wero tuund in the pockets of the dead 
man’s clothes. A hepvy brown frize 
overooat with ammunition, fuse, and a lot 
of small burglars’ toola was found about a 

uarter of a mile from the scene of the 
shooting affray. 

A railroad ticket from Toronto to Ham- 
ilton and a Russell House, St. Catharines, 
businessoard were also found on the dead 
man, ; 

The proprietor of the Russell House, St. 
Catharines, was sent for and identified the 
body as thay of a man who, along with an- 
other had dinner and supper at his hotel 
Saturday, and says deceased registered as 
James Miller and hie pal, a Mr, Thompson, 
both of Detroit, Mich. It is supposed 
that the burglara did not expect to find 
any person in the office, as the assistant 
had left the office about 10.30 o'clock, and 
likely they expected to have the place to 
themselves, expecting that the office was 
closed at 12 o’clook on Saturday night, but 
instead is open till six Sunday morning. 

A Toronto detective will likely leave for 
Port Dalhousie to-day.

The Pail Mall Gazette Onuses a Sensn- 


tion, 


Lowpon, Oct. 23.—The sensation of the 
week is the slashing attack by The 
Pall Mall Gazette on the proprietors of the 
Electropathic Belt, which is advertised by 
wholesale as a universal curative agent, 

The belt has been frequently denounced 
by technical papers and experts as absolute- 
ly worthless, but this is the firat time that 
an influential daily newspaper has dared to 
attack this source of immense income 
through advertisements, 

The Pall Mall Gazette in a series of arti- 
cles claims to be in possession of docu- 
mentary proof that the manager ond 
supposed medical assistantsare charlatans 
without the slightest medical or electrical 
education and have been practising a sys: 
tem of extortion on their timid and suffer- 
ing clients, their right-hand man being 
nothing but an ex-oriental furniture sales- 
man, 

It alleges that more than 17,000 cases of 
rupture have boen treated by the company’s 
quacks at fees varying from 5 to 100 
guineas, 

The articles were provoked by a proposal 
to issue now capital and extend the opera- 
tions of the company. 

The Pall Mall Gazette appeals to respect- 
able nowspapera to have courage to refuse 
the assistance of their advertising columns. 
without which such a system would be un- 
able to exist, and publishes a letter received 
from the manager suggesting aubject mat- 
ter fora free glowing editorial paft of nim 
self and his wares in consideration of his 
large wlvetisements.

No wordof ours, 
we feel certain, can add to the prestige al- 
ready attached to the name of Mr. Thomas 
O'Hagan as a lyric writer, Every maga- 
zine, paper {n the land {s giving him ex- 
tensive notices, congratulating him on the 
spirit and delicacy of his comp altions and 
bidding him cull still farther laurels in the 
great fields of imaginative literature. Al- 
though his last work yolept ‘In Dream- 
land” might suggest ths thoughts of a 
visionary, we are thereln permlited to 
banquet opon the most real and pure and 
tender and patrutlo feelings the heavenly 
gift of song can pour forth in sweet melody. 
And, after all, in this over-prosalo, harried, 
busy age, it does one good occasionally to 
refresh oneself in the smooth flowing 
streams of graceful ennubling utterances. 
Others may write for the head, the poet 
writes for the heart and giving the choloest 
thoughts, emotions in choloest language, 
ever brings to light and use new sources of 
good and of beauty and pleasure. 

Although twelve years are now dividing 
us, fall well do I remember the ready wit 
of the early boy-writer. A touch of thls 
{nnocent humor appears in a poem com- 
momorative of college days whereln a base- 
ball game Is described. We quote: 

And Roman, Gresk, and sons of Gaul

“vt My the Jury Clue to the 


Identity of the Dead Man Or ities 


Description of the Body 


Sr. CATHARINES, Ont,, Oct, 23,—No clue 
bas yot been discovered as to the identity of 
the burzlar who was shot at Port Dalbousio 
on Sunday morning, nor is there any trace 
of his companions 


Companions 


The clothing and linen worn by the 
dead man were all of tho finest, but 
be had taken the precaution to cut 
of tho makers’ bames, and there 


is absolutely nothing to show who ho was or 
where he came from, Whether these pames 
wore removed bofore or after death is of 
course anknown. 

Phe inquest was held at the court house in 
Port Dalhousie this afternoon. Dr, Consi- 
(ine, coroner, empanolled a jury with Reove 
Cliarles Wilson as foreman 

Ihe post mortem showed that death was 
caused by a bullet wound, which plowed 
through the right lung and which almost 
wout through the body, striking the spine, 

The evidence given before the jury was 
much as rolated in yestorday's papers. 
Mr. Clark related bow the man had eutered 
his house and how the shooting occurred 
Mr. Quinn, propriotor of the Russell House, 
St, Catharines, identified bim as one of two 
meu who bad taken aloner at his hotel on 
Baturday. 

The jury returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased bad moet hisdeath while making a 
burglarious entrance into the canal custom 
house and that Mr. Clark was justified in 
shooting him, 

The dead man was of rather elight build. 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, with sandy 
mustache, bigh forehead and sunken eyes. 
Two overcoats were fouad on the body, one 
a novw-frieze worn by tho deceased, the other 
evidently belonging to an accomplice who 
had assisted orcarried him from the toll 
house. In the pooket of the frieze coat were 
the hotel card and railway ticket. 

Ho was dressed ina vew suit of clothes, 
had $18 in cash, and in bis pockets were 4 
number of gold rings worth probably $100. 

Thompson, whom the authoritios want, is 
about 5 feet 10 incbes in height and decided- 
ly dark looking.

C.P.R. NEW STOCK, 


The New Issue Alrendy Quoted At a 
Vremian, 


Lonpow, Oct, 24.—(Montreal Star Cable), 
—There is no doubt felt hore but that the 
issue of the Canadian Pacific's new profer- 
ence stock in the London market will bea 
success, This issue will amount to £1,320,- 
000 of 4 per cont. preference stock at 90. 

The whole issue of this stock has already 
been underwritten, and it is quoted 
at a premium, though the ordinary stock is 
down. 

The reception accorded this issuc of stock 
goes u considerable way towards justifying 
the boast made thatthe Canadian Pacific 
Railway has 25,000 friends in close touch 
in London, 

The correspondent saw W. C. Van 
Horne, the president of the big Canadian 
road, in reference to the new issue of pre- 
ferred stock. Mr. Van Horne, in explana- 
tion, said that last year the Canadian 
Pacific Railway hadan undivided surplus 
of nearly $7,000,000, and for the \curront 
year after paying five per cent. on the 
ordinury stock of the road $7,750,000 will 
remain as 4 surplus, 

The present issuo, Mr. Van Horne says 
will recoup to the company’s treasury the 
amount advanced from the surplus for now 
lines and the improvement of the road and 
equipment. 

Touching on the fast Atlantic service, 
Mr. Van Horne reiterated a statement 
previously oabled to The Star that his 
visit is not especially conneoted with that 
project. 

Mr. Van Horne said that he looked at 
the matter in the light that interference by 
the Canadian Pacific in a fast Atlantic 
service would do more harm than good. 
The company, he went on, had no 
desire to enter into rivalry with the exist- 
ing services. No doubt a tast Canadian 
service was @ desitieratum to his company.

Tho parliament passed a resolution de 
claring the intention and determination of 
Ulatermen to adhere to their British 
cousinship under the sole goverament of 
Imperial Parliament and cepaciaiing as 
degrading the position assigned to by Uleter 
tho Home Rule bill, The resolution also 
appealed to Irishmen to unite in the de- 
fence of their country against those wishing 
to soparate it from Great Britain, 

Col. Saunderson, M.P. for Armagh, said 
that Ulster would be willing to obey the 
lawa passed by the Imporial Parliament until 
that Parliament should ehoose to oust 
Ulster loyalists from Great Britain. Then 
the loyalists would feel no longer bound to 
obey. 

Rey, Dr. Kane, Grand Master of the 
Orangemen, said no enmity existed be- 
tween the Ulster loyalists and their tellow- 

countrymen, always excepting those who 
followed the pricats blindly, Tho most 
atrocious desaperado on the face of the 
earth, he remarked incidentally, was av 
Irish-Anerican; yet Mr, Gladstone had not 
scrupled to write a letter commending 
Irish-Americaus. The men of Ulster held 
out the hand of friendship to those Catholic 
fellow-couatrymet who co-operated with 
them in maintaining whatever was worth 
maintaining. 

A heated. discussion took place during 
the day session on the question whether all 
tac Unionist peers could be included in the 
Central Council. 

Two Presbyterian clergymen moved 
that only 10 peors be allowed to sit in the 
council, and this motion was carried. 

Rev. Mr. Kane supported this amend- 
ment, andasa« result threats were nade to 
dethrone him from the mastership of the 
Orange society. 

Most of the members wore so dissatisfied 
with the proceedings that they left the hall. 

The meeting resolved to raisea guarantee 
fund which could not be called upon unless 
® parliament at Dublin was created. 

The public was admitted to the meeting 
hall at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and fur- 
ther resolutions wore offered and adopted 
without dissent, declaring allegiance to the 
United Kingdom and thanking the mem- 
hers of the House of Lords for ejecting the 
Home Rule bill.

conclusion upon the factthat a quantity of 
elenp jewelry was found in his pockets, 

Hore isa description of the dead man: 


Ago 52,5 feot 7 iuches iu height, rather | 


slimly built, sandy mustache, hair of samo 
color, 

Here isan inventory of the dead man's 
effects: One open-faced allver watch, with 
locket; ring ou small fluger of left hand 
with two little boarts engraved on it; plain 
gold ring on right hand, pair of kid gloves, 
cigar holder, red silk bandkerebief and plaid 
siik bandkerchief, light overcoat, card of 
Russoll House, box of jowelry, seveu rings, 
one collarbutton, four scarf pins and « 
watch cbain, 63 American gold piece in 
purse, 65 contsin nickels and four $2 Do- 
minion bills, a knife mud collar button, a 
scarf pin in hie tie, and seven bullets and 
two railway tickets in bis pookets. 

‘The dotectives are entirely in the dark as 
to the man’s acoomplices, It is believed there 
were four men in tbe gang. 

Considerable judiguation exists at Port 
Dalhousie over the callous manvor ia which 
the body of the burglar was buried. 

Although be had money on bis person, he 
was given the very commonest of burials. 
A plain wooden box was purchased nnd he 
was thrown in like u dog, and with as little 
ceremony, Although the body wasinterred 
in the Presbyterian cometery, there was no 
clergyman present, nor any religious rites 
at tho grave, 

The geveral impression at Port Dalhousie 
is that the gang of whieh the dead man 
was a member robled the Dundas Postoffice 
on Oct, 19, aud it is thought they intended 
to do up Port Dalhousie in the same man- 
ner,

TRYING A MUTE FOR MURDER. 


Throe Juries Will settle Various Questions 
Before He Is Pat On Trial, 


Sr, Jonx, N.B., Oct. 25. — Edward 
Wheary, « deaf mute, charged with the 
murder of his brother's wife, will soon be 
tried under a novel methed of procedure. 

Four jaries will be sworn iu, The firat 
une is to fod whether the prisoner is mute 
by pretence or by the visitation of God. 
The second jury will inquire whether the 
prisoner is capable of pleading to the in- 
dictment. The fact that he has been shown 
to bo able to read and write, was taught in 
a deaf mute school, and when the indict. 
ment was given to him read it and made 
sigus that he was not guilty, will doubtless 
be held to be sufficient evidence for the 
second jury to return an affirmativo yer- 
dict. 

Tho third jury will find whether he is 
sano. If this jury finds the prisoner ia 
sane a fourth jury will then try the prisoner 
upon the indictment as in ordinary cases, 
except that the evidence must be interpre. 
ted to the prisoner, 


REVELATIONS FROM THE PROPHET. 


The Sultan Said to Have Purohnsed Some 
Very Valuable Epistios of Muhammed. 


Loxpor, Oct. 25.—A despatch to The 
Contral News from Constantinople says: 
“The Sultan has bought from a Krench 
savant for £5000 Turkish two epistles that 
are ascribed to the Prophet Mobammed. 
Tho documenta hayo beon tested by the 
highest authorities and have boon declared 
tobe authentic. The discovery of these 
epistles, the despatch adds, may reyolu- 
tionizo the Mohammedan world.” 


THE MOROCCO CAMPAIGN. 


Spain Will Bend 12,000 Troops and With 
Annex the Mielilia Territory 

Mapnip, Oct. 25,—The plan of campaign 
proposed by tho technical commission 
which recently visited Molilla has been ap- 
proved by the ministers, It inyolvos the 
sending of 12,000 regular troops against the 
hostile tribesmen now entrenched in tho 
neighborhood of the fortress. 

Gen. Margallo, now in command at Me- 
lilla, will be replaced by Gen. Macias. 
Already 4000 additional troops have been 
ordered to embark at once for Melilla, 

Operations against the tribesmen will be- 
gin next week. Gon Chinchilla will com- 
mand the Andalusian army. Severe fight- 
ing is expected and Spain undoubtedly has 
decided to annex the territory «around 
Molilla so as to assure the strategio safety 
of the fortress for the future.

Care Town, Oct, 25 A nice little row 
is iu progress between Sir Henry Loch and 
Hon, Cecil Rhodes, who holds the dual 
position of Premier of the Cape and Presi 
dont of tho Chartered Company. It is an 
that Sir Henry Loch in- | 
formed the latter that he, as High Com- 
inissioner, has sole control of the settlemonut 
of the Matabele question 

Sir Heury adds that the matter has been 
relegated Lohim by the lmperial Government, 
Premier Rhodes, it is inderntond! has onter- 
eds protost against this arrangement and 
has cabled hia objections to Lord Ripon, 
Boorotary of State for the Colonies. 

The dispute is causing a great deal of 
comment here, as Col. Rhodes is at the 
sceno of action and is underatoad 
to have the confidence of the 
colonists, It is rumored here that a strong 
detachment of troops will be immodiately 
sent to the front, outwardly as au escort to 
Sir Honry Loch, but in roality to enable 
the High Commissioner to take a deter- 
mined stand agoinat the attempt of the 
British Chartered Company to actin a high- 
handed manner in regard to the territory 
of the Matabeles, which the company is 
known to covet yory atrongly. 

In case Buluwayo is captured by the 
company’s forces and should Lobengula 
be captured Sir Henry Loch will, 
it is understood, acting upen in- 
structions received from the Imperial 
Government, act as arbiter in the final 
settlement of the dispute between the com- 
pany and the Matabele king, and will not 
allow the latter to be crowded te the wull 
simply because the savage monarch has 
boen unable to control the warlike impulses 
of hia hot-heuded young warriors. 

The Cape Times, in commenting upon the 
dispute between the Commissioner and the 
Premier, seems to be of the opinion that 
the company is right and should be allowed 
8 froe hand in dealing with the Matabeles. 

Consterantion o€ the Cape, 

Loxpon, Oct, 24.—A despatch to the 
Exchanyo Telegraph Company says that 
considerable consternation was caused in 
Cape Colony by the action of the Imperial 
Government in practically placing the 
settlement of the Matabele dispute in the 
hands of Sir Heury Locl:, aud taking it on- 
tirely out of the hauds ot Col. Rhodes and 
the Britiah Chartered Compsny. In view 
of these facts it is now generally admitted 
at Cape Town that the Im- 
perial Governinent has plainly hinted 
that it will reserve tie right to treat with 
King Lobengula, and that it is determined 
to make a strong offort to override the 
present warlike spoculations of the British 
Chartered Company, which may be desir- 
ous of annexing the Matabele territory to 
its already large possessions. 

Ou the other hand the friends of the 
Chartered Company claim that the present 
split, ifcarried so far as outlined by Nir 
Heury, will mean the assumption of tho 
government of Mashonaland and Matabole- 
Innd by the Home Goverament, 

It isan open secret that the Marquis of 
Ripon is in sympathy with the Matabele 
natives and that he looks upon the present 
war as not entirely juatified and as more of 
a speculation than a desire to protect tho 
settlers against the depredations of the 
bloodthiraty natives. This, to a certain de- 
gree, explains the apparent eo of the 
Government in showing its hand in the 
present disputes, 

The Imperial Government, it appears, is 
desirous of having o clean case to deal with 
before in any way interfering in the dispute 
between the British Chartered Company and 
the Matabeles, While recognizing all the 
rights conferred upon tho British Ciurtered 
Company tho Impevial Government ulso re- 
coguize the fact that Lobengu’a has certain 
rights which it is bound to protect againet 
the uoggressions of the British Chartered 
Cempany. 

In spite of these facts it is admitted that 
decisive battles must be fought before any 
settioment of the dispute can be arrived at. 
With this object in view the Britis! columns 
are pushing forward towards Buluwayo.

Secretary Onrlisic Will Resume the Mak.

MOROCCO SPAIN’S ALLY 
The Sultan Will Personally Command the

Manrip, Oct, 26.—The Moorish Foreiga 
Minister saya he has received despatch 
from Tangiers in which is expressed the 
belief that the Sultan of Morocco will per- 
sonally hoad the body of Moorish troops 
which will be sent to chastise the Riffenos. 
It is also assorted that Moorish troops will 
support the Spaniards’ right to erect the 
forts, which have caused all the disturh- 
ance, The Foreign Minister in Morocco 
denies that the Sultan received any offer of 
support from England.

ACIs ; , “Then the soldiers cut off 
the ropes of the boat, and let her fall 
off,” 

While your faces are yet somewhat 
bronzed by attendance on the Intern” 
tional Bout Contest between the V 
aud the V alkyrie, I address vo 
things, when there is no bet! 
pation, those outdoor syx 
more fresh air and bi 
tempermenuts and our religion, 
and slow and lugubrious 
have done for other times, yet will not 
do for these. But my text calls our at- 
tention to a boat of a different sort, and 
instead of the Atiantic, it is the Mediter- 
rupean, and instead of not wind enough, 
as theerews of the Vigilant avd Val- 
Kkkyriostie other day complained, the.e is 
too much wind and the swoop of «a Euro- 
clydon. 1 am not calling your at- 
tention 50 much to the famous 
ship on which Paul was the distinguish- 
ed passenger, but to the life boat of that 
ship, “hich no one seems to notice, For 
a fortiught the main vessel has been tos- 
sed and driven, Por that two weeks, 
the account says, the passengers had 
“continued fasting.” I suppose the salt 
water, dushibg over, had spoiled the sea 
biseult, und the passengers were seasick 
anyhow. ‘The sailors said ‘It is no use; 
this slip must go down,” and they pro- 
posed among themselves to lower the 
life bout aud pet into it, and take the 
chances of reaching shore, although 
they pretended they were going to get 
over the sides of the big ship and down 
into the Jife boat only to do sailors’ 
duty.” That was noe sailor-like, for the 
sailors that Lhuve known were all in- 
trepid fellows, and would father go 
down with the ship than do such a 
mean thing as those Jack Tars of my 
&xtuttempted. Whienron the Mediter- 
iunean last June the Victoria sunk under 
the rama of the Camperdown,” the 
most ujestic thing about that awful 
scene Wiis thatall the suilers staid at 
their posts doing their duty, As a class 
all over the World, sailors are valorous, 
but these sailors of the (ext were excep- 
tioual and pretended to do duty while 
they were really preparing for flight in 
te lifeboat, But these ‘Marines’ on 
board—sea-soldiers—had — in especial 
charge a httle missionary who was turn- 
ing the world upside down, and when 
these marines saw the trick the sailors 
were about to play, they lifted the cut- 
lasses from the girdle and chop! chop! 
Went those cutlasses into the ropes that 
eld the lifeboat, und splasb! it dropped 
into tliesea, My text describes it: ‘The 
soldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, 
and let her fall off.” As that empty 
lifeboat dropped and was capsized on a 
sea wherd for two weeks winds and bLil- 
fows had been in battle, I think that 
niany on board the main vessel felt 
their last Bore of ever reaching home 
had vanished. In that tempestuous sea 
asmall boat could not have lived five 
minutes, 

My subject is ‘Unsafe Lifeboats.” We 
cannot exaggerate the importance of the 
lifeboat. All honor to the memory of 
Lionel Lukin, the coach-builder of Long 
Acre, Loudon, who invented the first life- 
(oat, and I do not blame jhim for order- 
ing put upon his tombstone in Kent the 
inseripion that you muy still redd there: 
“bis Lionel Lukin was the first who 
built a lifeboat, and was the original in- 
ventor of that principle of sufety, by 
which many lives and much property 
have been preserved from shipwreck; and 
he obtained for it the king’s patent in 
the year 1785.” 

All honor to the memory of Sir 
William Hillary, who, living in the Isle 
of Man, and after assisting with his 
own hand in the rescue of 805 lives of 
the shipwrecked, stirred the English 
Parliament to quick action in the con- 
struction of lifeboats. Thinks to God 
for the sublime and pathetic and 
divine mission of the lifeboat. No 
one will doubt its important mis- 
sion who has read of the wreck 
of the Amazon in the Bay of Biscay ; 
of the Tweed running on the reefs of the 
Gulf of Mexico, or of the Ocean Monarch 
or the coast of Wales, or of the Birken- 
head on the Cape of Good Hope, or of 
the Royal Charter on the coast of Angle- 
sea, or of the Exmouth on the Scotch 
breakers. or of the Cambria on the Irish 
coast, or of the Atlantic on the rocks of 
Nora Scotia, or of the Lexington on 
Long Island Sound. To addstill further 
tw the importance of the lifeboat, remem- 
ber there are at least three million men 
following the sea, to say nothing of the 
uncounted millions this moment ocean 
passengers. Wo * landlubbers,” as sail- 
ors call us, nay not know the difference 
béetweon a murline-spike and ring bolt, 
or anything about heaving a log, or rig- 
ging out a flying jib-boom, or furling a 
top-sail, but we all realize toa greater or 
less extent the importance of a lifeboat 
in every marine equipment. But do we 
feol the importance of a lifeboat in the 
matter of the soul's rescue? There are 
times when we feel that we are 
out at sea, and as many disturbing 
ond anxious questions strike us as 
waves struck that vessel against the sides 
of which the lifeboat ot my text dangl- 
Questions about the church. Ques-, 
tions about the world Questions about 
God, Questions about our eternal des- 
tiny. Every thinking man and woman 
lave these questions, and in proportion 
aw they are thinking people these 
questions arise. There is no wrong in 
ti inking. If God had not intended us 
to think aud keep on thinking, he would 
not have built under this wheel-house of 
the sku l this’ thinking machine, which 
lialts not In its revolutiona from cradle 
to grave even the midnight does pot 
stop the thinking machine, for when we 
fre in dreams, we aro thinking, although 
we do dot think as well, All of us who 
are accustomed to think want to reach 
some solid shore of safety and satisfac 
ttidn, and if anyone has a good lifeboat 
that we may honorably take, I wish he 
would unswing it from tho davits and let 
us get into it and put for gut]

David had it about right 
when he said: ‘'There is none that doeth 
good, no not one.” The old book had it 
about right when it said: ‘All have sin- 
ned and come short of the glory of God.”

Aji, it is because I want to persuade you 
to take the only safe lifeboat, I will not 
ailow you to be deceived, and »et on to 
the wild waves and then ca) s or sink, 
Thank God, there isa lifeboat oat will 
take you ashore in safety, us sure as God 
is God and heaven is heayen, The keel 
and ribs of this boat are made out of a 
tree that was set upon a bluff back of 
Jerusalem a good many years ago. Both 
of the oars are made out of the same 
tree. The rowlocks are made out of the 
sume tree, The steering gearis made 
out of the same tree. The planks of it 
were hammered together by the ham- 


mers of excutioners, wlio thoucht thav 
were only Kiuling oa Cnmbt, but were 


really pounding together an escape for 
all imperiled souls of allages. Itis an 
old boat, but good as new, thongh it has 
been carrying passengers from sinking 
ships to firm shore for ages, and has 
never lost u passenger, These old Chris- 
tains begins to smile because it is dawn- 
ing upon them whatI mean. The fact 
is that in this way years ago they got off 
a wreck thomselves, and do not wonder 
they einile, Itis not a senseless giggle 
that means frivolity, but it is a smile 
uke that onthe face of Christians the mo- 
ment they leave earth for Heaven, yea, 
like the smile of God himself when he 
had Sees the plau for saving the 
world, 


Right after that big tumble of the At- 
latic Ocean six or seyen weeks ago, on 
the beach at East Hampton, I met the 
captain of the life-saving station, and 
said :—**Captain, do you think a life- 
boat could live in a sea like that?” Al 
though the worst of it was over, the 
captain replied :—** No, I do not think it 
could.” But this lifeboat of which I 
speak can live in any sea and defies all 
breakers, and all cyclones, and all equi- 
noxes, and all earth, and all hell. In 
twenty years the life-saving apparatus 
along our Atlantic coast saved the lives 
of over 45,000 of the shipwrecked, but 
this lifeboat that I commend has saved 
in twenty years hundreds of millions of 
the shipwrecked, Like those newly in- 
vented English lifeboats, it is insub- 
mergeable, self-righting and self-bailing. 
All along our rocky American coast 
things were left to chance for centuries, 
and the shipwrecked crawled up on the 
beach to die unless someone happened 
to walk along or some fisherman’s hut 
might be near, But after the ship 
Aryshiive was wrecked at Squan Beach, 
and the Powhatan left her three 
hundred dead strewn along our coast, 
and another vessel went on the 
rocks, four huudred lives _ perisli- 
ing, the United States Government 
woke up and made an appropriation of 
$200,000 for life-saving stations, and life 
lines from faking-box are shot over the 
wild surf, and hawsers are stretched 
from wreck to shore, and what with 
Lyle’s gun and six-oured surf-boat, with 
cork at the sides to make it unsinkable, 
und patrolinen all night Jong 
walking the beach until they meet 
each other and exchange metai tickets, 
so as to show the entire beach has 
been traversed, and the Coston 
light flashes hope from shore to suf- 
ferer, and surfmen, encased in Merri- 
man life-saving dress, and life car roll- 
ing on the roprs, there are many pro- 
babilities of rescue for the unfortunate 
of the sea. But the Government of the 
United Heavens has made better pro- 
vision for the rescue of our soule. So 
close by that this moment we can put 
our band on its top and swing into it, is 
this Gospel lifeboat, It will not take you 
more than a second to get into it, 

But while in my text we stand watch- 
ing the mariners with their cutlassos, 
preparing to sever the ropes of the life- 
boat and let her fall off, notice the poe 
equipage. Only one lifeboat, ‘wo 
lhundred and seventy-six passengers, as 
Paul counted them, and only one life- 
bout, My text uses the singular and not 
the plural, *‘Cut off the ropes of tho 
boat.” [do not suppose it would have 
held more than thirty pcople, though 
loaded to the water’s edge. I think 
by marine law allour modern vessels 
have enough lifeboats to hold all 
the crew and all the passengers in case 
of emergency, but the mariners of my 
text were standing by the ouly boat, and 
thatu small boat, and yet two hundred 
and seventy six passengers, But what 
thrills me through and through is the 
fuct that theugh we are wrecked by sin 
and trouble, and there is only one life- 
boat, that boat is large enough to hold all 
who are willing to get into it, The Gos- 
pel hymn expresses it ;

Tonoxro, Oct. 28. — Patrick Shearia, 
the hurgluc who was shot dead at Port 
Dalhousie lust Sunday imorniug while 
attempting to rob the canal tolls office, 
deserved his fate. 

Yesterday's developments show that he 
wos one of the most dangerous crooks in 
Cavada, having previously shot one man in 
this city and served several terms iu the 
Kingston Penitentiary and tlhe Central 
Prison for burgiaries. 

The body of Shearin was brought to To- 
ronto yesterday on the steamer Lakeside in 
charge of his mother, Mrs, Shearin of 
Oshawa, and his sister, Mrs. Ellis 
alias Murphy of No. 10 - Camden- 
street, this city. The Intter, by 
the way, has heraclf appeared in the 
Police Court on several occasions for minor 
offences. 

Detective Young of the Ontario police 
came over with the women and Sergeant 
Reburn met the Lakeside and escorted the 
women to Headquarters, wiiere they were 
put through a series of interrogations with 
a view of ascertaining as to who Sheurin’s 
companions were in the Port Dalhousie 
burglary, but without result. They were 
then permitted to depart with the body for 
Oshawa, where it arrived last evening. 

There was an immense throng of people 
atthe station to meet the party, The 

apers announcement of yesterday morn- 
ing that the burglar had been identified as 
Pat Shearin of Cedardale having caused a 
great cointnotion in the town, aud it was 
the sole topic of conservation all day. 

Shearin’s parents are respectable, the 
father being an industrious and steady 
mechanic, one of the oldest hands at the 
Cedardale works. 

Froin his early boyhood Pat did not give 
promise of good citizenship. He 
worked for a time at the Guedar- 
dale Works, but when about IS or 
20 years of age he got into a squabble with 
officers of the law for stealing « kit of tools 
belonging to S..McFarlane, un enrploye at 
the works. Shearin was arrested for this 
and asked the officer to take him to the 
house that he might wash up before going 
to the lock-up, The request was granted, 
when he managed to elude the officer aud 
for o Lime his whereabouts were not known, 

Iu 1880 he brought some stolen cattle to 
Toronto aud dold them, for which he was 
afterwards arrested and sent to the Contral 
Prison, 

The authorities of the Central and War- 
den Lavell of Kingston ace imistaken in 
stating that Shearin wae never in (hese 
institutions, asa matter of fact be was io 
both, 

In 1882 four mon planned to burglarize 
the house of Contractor Arthur Godson, 
who then resided in Richmoni-street. 
Two of the men were Shearin, then Young, 
under ap alias, aud one Crozier, Crozier 
was appointed to watch outside while the 
other three entered the house, ‘The police 
were attracted by a pistol shot and sur- 
rounded the house, Crozier was found 
grievously wouuded ander the win- 
dow und tho other’ three were 
captured inside. The man who firel the 
shot was Shearin. He claimed that Crozier 
appeared at the window and he slot him 
thinking he was a policeman, Crozier, 
however, claimed that Shearin was jealous 
of his attentions to one Belle Thompson 
and deliberately shot him, Crozier recover- 
ed from his wound, and all four were sent 
to the ponitentiary for a term of three 
years. Among tho thiogs touud in Shoarin’s 
possession were a number of pawn tickets. 
These tickets called for articles which 
were finally restored to Captoin Robert 
Dillon of Oshawa. They” hud been taken 
from his house by burglats some time pre- 
vious. 

At the expiration of his term in Kingston 
Shearin started for Oshawa on tho Graud 
Trunk, and by the time he reachud here 
was in a row with two Italians, who 
charged hin with attempting to relieve 
thom of a silver watch, G.I. R. Detective 
Fivon was on the Crain and entered the car 
just as tho Italians attacked Shearin, in- 
tending to throw him from the train. 
Shéarin wan arrested and for this offence 
secved 18 months in the Central at Toronto, 

After his releaso Shearin resumed his 
profession of burglar and early in.18S7 he 
was again arrested for a series of burglarina 
in Lindsay. He then gave his nano os 
John Kenny, who is ao atoxdy, hard- 
working young man_ residing 1p Lind. 
way. Sheario, or ‘Kenny,’ was tried 
before Judge Rose and sent back to King- 
ston for 10 years, He was released on 
March 4 of this yoar, 

At the time the four stores were burginr- 
ized ot Oshawa somo four weeks ago 
Shearin was in that town, “Ho was seon in 
the streeta on Sunday, and the 
burglaries were discovered on Mon- 
day, Shearin waa last seen in Oshawa 
on the 15th inet,, when he walked 
up street with an aunt, who is employed at 
the Contral Hotel there, He parted com- 
pany with her at the hotel door and return- 
ed to Cedardale, Next day Shearin came 
to Toronto and put up with his sister, Mra, 
Ellis, at 10 Camden-street, This was om 
Monday. He remained here until Friday, 
when he and two companions, one of whom 
was Joho , when the three left for 
St, Catharines, and on the following night 
Shoarin was shot doad while robbing the 
eanal tolis office. 

The local authorities are satisfied that 
Bhoarin’s companions were Toronto thieves, 
and are now ondeavoring to identify the 
man to whom Shearin ealled out, when he 
was shot, ‘Jack, Jack, he has shot mo.

Several Mon Injured im im Disastrous Fire 
at Pittsburg, 


Prrrssvra, Oct, 28.—Shortly after 1 
o'olovk yesterday the entire fire depart- 
ment of the city was summoned to Ilth 
and Piko-streets. The immense building 
ewned and occupied by the Chautauqua 
Lake Ice Company and the Pittsburg Stor- 
ago Comipavy occupied a space of 300 by 
100 feet, of brick and stone, seven stories, 
or 90 tect in height, was ablaze. Edward 
Bpies, an employe, discovered the fire and 
gave the alarm. He was working on the 
fourth floor. Almost instantly he was en- 
veloped in the flames and, although he at- 
panes to escape, was driven back to a 
window 50 feet from the ground, through 
which he made his escape. He crept out 
on the narrow sill and, dropping down, 
hung by his hands until rescued by the 
laddermen of truck A. His hands,’ arms 
and face were literally roasted. 

At 2.30 o'clock the four upper stories of 
the Thirtéehth-street wall fell outward, 
burying tho street to the depth ct 10 feet, 
and crushing the house of John Gleno on 
the opposite side of the streot, On tho 
ground floor of the warehouse were five 
loaded freight cars. Just before the crash 
they wero drawn, all burning, ton place of 
safety. Of all the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of property stored im the 
building these five carloads were all that 
was saved, 

A number of narrow escapes were made 
by employes ip the storage building. The 
injured were: T. J. Heilmen, who dropped 
from a third floor window to the alley, his 
injuriew are fatal; Marti Griffith, badly 
burned, hung from a window until rescued 
by the firemen; Edward Spies,burned about 
head, hands and arms, may not recover; 
William Cox, also rescued from the thired 
floor by firomen, badly burned; William 
Smith, burned about face and body; Frank 
bfcCann of Engine Company Nn. 7, struok 
by falling walls, legs fractured. A number 
of people wore knocked down and trampled 
upon when the crowd of spectators surged 
back at the time the walls fol.

ex-member of the Chicago Police Force, who 
declared that Mayor Harrisou bad promised 
to make bim corporation counsel aud bad 
not kept bis word, ‘This, ho said, was bis 
ouly reason for committing the crime, Tho 
only person in the house at the time besidus 
Me. Harrison Was bis sov, William Preston 
Harrison, 25 years of age, and the servants, 
Shortly before 8 o'clock the door bell rang, 
and when Mary Hansen, the domestic, 
opened the door she was confronted by a 
man about 5 feet 5 inches in height,smooth 
shaven, bis rather clean cut features lit up 
by a pair of dark eyes, 

“Is Mr. Harrison in?” asked the Man to @ 
quiet, ploasant voice. 

“Yos, sir,” responded tho girl, as she 
threw the door wider open to permit his en- 
trance, 

*T would like to see him, please,” sald the 
man az he walked toward the back ond of 
the ball, Mr. Harrison was in tho dining- 
room, which opens into the rear end of tho 
ball, Hearing the man ask for him he rose 
ond, stepping into tbe hall, walked toward 
Preudergast, who by the time be caught 
sight of Mr, Harrison had advanced about 
10 feet from the doorway. 

Without saying a word, Prendergast drow 
bis revolver and commenced to fire, He 

nulled the trigger but three times, and every 
Bullet hit the wark. One ball shattered 
Mr, Harrison's left band, another passed 
into the right side of the abdomen, making a 
Wound that would bave been mortal in a 
fow days; the third bullet entered the chest, 
slightly above the heart. This bullet was 
the immediate cause of death, 

As soon as Prendergast began to fire Mr. 
Harrison turned and walked rapidly toward 
the dining room. He walked through the 
door, across the dining room and passed into 
a butler’s pantry opening off the room, 
where, weakened by loss of blood, be fell to 
the floor, 

Prendergast did not follow up his victim 
or make any attempt to ascertain how deadly 
his aim had been. He replaced his revolver 
in bis pooket with the same deliberation that 
bad marked all of bis actions and started to- 
ward the door, Just as he was passing 
through the doorway, William Prestou Har- 
rison, the Mayor’s son, came tearing down 
the stairs from the upper portion of the 
Louse, just as Mr, rrigon’s coachman ran 
into the rear end of the hall The cries of 
Mary Hansen directed the son to where his 
futher lay, but the coacbman was after other 
game. He bad a revolver of his own and as 
quickly as be realized what bad ocourred be 
leveled his weapon and seat a bullet after 
the disappearing form of the murderer. A 
second time his revolver spoke, but both 
bullets went wide. 

Rupping to the door the coachman was 
prepared tocontinue hostilities, but several 
people were entering to learn the cause of 
the shooting, and by the time the coachman 
had reached the sidewalk Prendergast had 
been swallowed up in the darkness. 

Across Ashland-boulevard, directly op- 
posite the residence of Mr. Harrison, is the 
bome of W. J. Chalmers, tho wealthy maker 
of mining machinery. Mr, Chalmers was 
standing upon the front steps of his residence 
when the shots were fired. Ho bounded 
down the steps and,dashing across the street, 
hustened into the house. He reached Mr, 
Harrison’s side almost at the same instant 
that William Preston Harrison had found 
whore bis father lay. 

“Are you hurt?” asked Mr, Chalmers, as 
be and the son of the dying man strove to 
raiso him. 

“l've got my death, Chalmers,” responded 
the Mayor, ‘IVs through the heart,” said 
the Mayor again, his voice now scarcely 
above 4 whisper. A momentlater he sank 
iuto unconsciousness andin 20 minutes after 
receiving the wounds Mr. Harrison was 
dead, 

When young Mr, Harrison came running 
down stairs to learn the cause of the shoot- 
ing he passed a burglar alarm. He reached 
out his band and turnedin an alarm, and 
even before be Lad reached his father’s side 
4 patrol wagon filled witb officers from Lake- 
strect station, aboutatbird of a mile dis- 
tant, was dashing towards the Mayor's home. 
By the time the officers arrived all traces of 
the murderer bad been lost, 

Every possible effort was made to secure 
medical attendance for Mr. Harrison, but 
when Dr, Lyman, the first physician to ar- 
riveatthe house, reached the Mayor's side 
be wasa dead man. Drs. Thomas, Foster 
aod Washburn followed in quick succession, 
but they were uvable to do anything, and 
they soon left the house, 

About 25 minutes after the shooting, 
Sergeant Frank McDonald was standing in 
the office of the Desplaines-street station, 
Every available officer had already been 
hurried out to work on the case, aud Sergt. 
McDouald, who had just come in from other 
wors, wos preparing to follow. ‘The door 
was pushed gently open and in walked a 
small, smooth-shaven map, poorly dressed, 
aud carrying @ revolver in his band. He 
shook like a man with the palsy, his face 
was white and drawn, great drops of por- 
spiration chased each other down his face, 
aud his tottering limba seemed scarcely able 
to bold him upright. He walked up to Mo 
Donald, whois a powerful fellow, six foet 
tall, and, looking bim straight in the eyes, 
said: 

“Tdid it.” 

“You did itt” asked MoDonaid. 

*Yos, I did it.” 

‘Did what?” said the officer, as he laid one 
band on the fellow’s arm and quietly took 
tho revolver, 

"I shot Mayor Harrison, and that’s what I 
shot him with,’ was the reply, as Prendergast 
made oa motion with his band toward the 
revolver, 

"What made you doit?” asked McDonald. 

“Ho said he would make me corporation 
counsel and he did notdoit. Tbat’s what I 
shot bim for.” That was all there was about 
it Nothing dramatic, no bravado. He

“I don’t know, Don’t know where, Around 
here somewhere, I guess, But,” and the mano 
raised bis head to make bis answer more 
emphatic, “I don't liveat the railroad tracks, 
Til voll you that,” aud uo ainount of enquiry 
could induce bim to give his place of resi- 
denoe, 

Chief Shea asked him if be had ever been 
a lawyer, aod Prendergrast responded 
that he did not know, He dia not believe 
he bad. 

“Then why did you expect to bo made 
corporation counsel!” asked the officer. 

“The Mayor protnised me, Thats all,” 
was the apswer, 

In attempting to learn the man's means of 
livelihood the officers oxporieuced great diffi- 
culty, His replies were inooherent and 
rembling, but at last the examiners became 
couvinced that he bad been a newspaper 
carrier whose route was along Asbland- 
boulevard and in the vicinity of the Mayor’s 
home, 

For several hours the examination was 
continued, but little of importance was de- 
veloped. Other witnesses were oxamined, 
including servants who were in Mr, Har- 
rison’s bouse at the timo of the shooting and 
people who bad arrived soon after the mur- 
der, The prisoner was ftivally placed in a 
cell under the City Hall aud additional 
policemen were stationed about the building 
for the night’s vigil All night long crowds 
came and wevt about the place, A_ bitter 
feeling against the murderer was manifested. 
Significant but subdued remarks about con- 
venient lampposts and swift veugeance were 
frequently heard. 

‘Lwo weeks from next Tuesday, bad Carter 
Harrison lived for that brief period, he 
would have taken to himself a third wife in 
the person of Miss Anna Howard of New 
Orleans, Itis less than two months since 
bis engagement to the only daugbter of the 
late Crescent City millionaire and king bee 
of the Louisiana lottery was made public. 

“That man Prendergast is crazy,” said 
Corporation Counsel Kraus. “I knew him 
well and have seen him several times 
He called at my offico twice and 
told me _ that he was going to 
be appointed as my successor and 
that I should resign, I laughed and told 
him that I wasready to quit at any time, 
and if he let me know when he received the 
appointment from Mayor Harrison [ would 
gladiy let bim have the place. The mau 
was 80 palpably out of his mind that I did 
not consider it worth while to talk seriously 
with him, I spoke to the Mayor about it at 
one time, aud he said that he had received 
threatening letters from the fellow and that 
be bad paid no attention to them, as the man 
was insane, aod there was no use in bother- 
ing with him. I never thought of the mat 
ter again until I received two postal cards 
from the fellow a few days ago. They were 
both written in red ink and gave me the in- 
formation that be was ready to have me re- 
sign and step into my position. I always 
kuew that Prondergast was insane, but I 
never thought that he would do such an 
awful thing as this.” 

Préudergast bas bad murder in his beart 
for several days. On Thursday afternoon 
last be entered Billy Boyle’s chop house in 
Calboun-place and took a seat at ao table 
occupied by W. A. S. Grabam, tho mur- 
dered mayor's secretary, and another gentle— 
men well known in local financial circles. 
Grabam, who was acquainted with Prender— 
gast, introduced him to his friend, and both 
gentlemen noticed that the man was laboring 
under suppressed excitement. Presently, 
witbout any remarks baviog been exchanged 
to lay a foundation for what was coming, 
Prendergast burst intoa bitter denunciation 
of the mayor for what be declared was the 
latter’s opposition to the elevation of the 
surface railroad tracks, 

“If he don’t elevate the tracks I will kill 
bim. Iwill shoot him dead,” ejaculated 
Prendergast, bringlog bis fist down oa the 
table with a foree that made the dishes rat- 
tle and attracted the attention of the other 
patrons of the place. The gentleman ad- 
dressed simply smiled at him, attributing 
his strong language to the excitement under 
which be wan tabortai Observing this he 
again ejaculated, this time with still greater 
vehemence, **Yes, I will kill bim, mind what 
Isay. Unless bo does it be isa dead man.” 

Carter H. Harrisou was born near Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Fob. 15, 1825, His creat-great- 
grandfather was father of Bepjamio, who 
was fathbor of President William Heory 
Harrison, His yrandfather was first cousin 
of Thomas Jefferson and he biaself was 
cousin of Jobo O, Breckinridge and Benjamin 
Harrison, Alter graduating at Transylvania 
in Jaw and traveling two yoars abroad he 
came to Chicago in 1855, invested in real 
estate and became wealthy. Ho was com- 
missioner of Cook County from 1871 to 
1874, when ho went to Congress, serving two 
terms. He was elected Mayor of Chicago in 
1879, 1881, 1883, 1885 and 1893, In 1884 he 
was the Democratic candidate against Ogles- 
by for Governor of Lilinols, 


After completing his fourth term as 
muyorbe made a trip around the world 
and wrote “A Race With the Sun.” Iu 
1890 he visited Alaska and the national 
parks, and his book on “A Summer Outing” 
also added to bis literary fame. In 1891 he 
purchased The Chicago Times, which he 
edited till elected mayor last Aprii, and 
whieh bis soos, William Proston Harrisou 
and Carter H. Harrison, jr., nowown, He 
was marriod in 1855 to Sophia Preston, She 
died in Europe in 1876. In 1882be married 
Marguerite E. Stearns, who died in 1857, aud 
he was to have been marriod a fow days 
hence to Miss Annona Howard of New Or 
leans. He was at the time of bis deoatha 
candidate for United States Senator. During 
the past six months te has received official: 
ond delegates visiting the World’s Fair aud 
different congresses aod conventions from all 
parts of the country and tho world, and bis 
welcome addrosses constitute a volume of 
happy thoughts aud s#sugyestions Hin last 
address of weloome was made yosterday i

LORONTO, Oct, 30.—Governmont Detective 
Rogers returned Saturday night from 
Bchroibor, where he went to investigate tho 
olroumstances in connection with the doath 
of tho four-year-old son of Hotelkeepor 
Joseph Richon 

On August 21 last a Finlander employed by 
Richon ns a hostler left the hotel to bring 
in the cows from a field a short distance from 
the villige, A couple of hours subsequently 
the Finlander returned alone and stated that 
he bad sent the boy back after covering part 
of the distanoe, 

Tho lad did not return, and alligent search 
in the vicinity by a posse of men failed to 
find any traces of the boy, Suspicions 
were entertained that the Finlander bad 
become angered at the lad aod struck 
him and that the blow bad resulted fatally 
and the Finlander had secreted tho body. 
Excitement grow tosuch a fevor heat that 
preparations were actually made to lynch 
the man, but sober counsels prevailed and 
the lynching was not carried into effect 
although the Finlander was always an object 
of suspicion : 

A week ago yesterday two hunters who 
were shooting on one of the mountains near 
Schreiber bad their atteution attracted by a 
flock of ravens, which croaked as dismally 
as did Shakespeare's raven on the chimney- 
top when crook-backed Richard was born. 

fhere was such a multitude of the un- 
canny-looking birds hovering around that 
the hunters repaired to the spot to see what 
their action portended, and came across 
what they thought to bo a sleeping ohild. 
The babe was reclining under a fir tree on a 
bed of pine needles, which had been scraped 
intoa heap, One arm rested under ita head, 
the hair from which fell ourling in long 
bright strands, while two big eyes like twin 
wood violets looked upward as if to pierce 
the cavopy made by the shadow of the 
sooty wings of the birds, At first the 
hunters thought that they had arrived just 
in time—that the ravens had carried to them 
comfortable tidings as they did to the ark. 
On coming closer, however, they saw that pit 
was the ivfant’s passport to another world 
the sad | presaging birds had tolled in thoir 
hollow beaks, Tne child was dead, 

Close beside the bed of pines on which the 
lad was reelining was a large collection of 
wild fruits, which would seem to indicate 
that, although he perished of hunger, the 
raveus bad brought food, as they nourished 
the prophet of old. 

On arriving at Sobreiber the hunters noti- 
fied Hotelkeeper Richon, and he at once 
started out witha number of others, only to 
find bis surmises correot. The dead child 
was his sov, 

A short distance from the body the Jad’s 
clothes were found, neatly placed in a pile 
He had been in tho habit of undress- 
ing himself at home, and. after 
wandering away from the Finlander and 
climbing up the mountain side, he had 
gelbared the pines together for a bed, un- 

ressed himself and laid down to what 
proved bis last sleop. Four or five safety 
pins, used to fasten his clothing, be bad 
atuck in the front of his blouse, as was his 
usual practice. 

All the ciroumstances tended to oorrobo- 
rate the Finlander’s story that after starting 
out to bring the cows home he had told the 
little fellow to go back. A short distance 
further along the highway there are two 
forks, The Finlander took the northerly 
one. The little fellow must have followed 
bebind and taken the south fork and wan- 
dered up the wountain side until the curtain 
of night descended and the hours of dark- 
ness overtook him. 

‘Ibe body was not discovered sooner for the 
reason that it was uot supposed that the 
ebild would olimb the big bill, The valleys 
had been searched by bundreds of anxious 
fathers. 

Detective Rogers will report to the At- 
torney-General that the child met its death 
accidentally, 


WAS HE THE NAPANEE MURDERER? 
Pat Shearing May Hare Been the Maa 
Who Shot Down Angus McLeod. 


Toronto, Oct. 30,—The suspicion is 
gaining ground among the detectives 
who have charge of the Napanee mur- 
der case that Pat Sheario, who was 
killed at Port Dalhousie the otber day, was 
the man who shot Aucus McLeod. It will be 
remembered that McLeod was shot on Sept. 
14 last by aman who was burglarizing his 
house. The only trace the murderer left 
behind was a hat. 

Suspicion at first was directed to a tailor, 
who formerly resided in Napanee, and after- 
wards to one Andy Maloney, now in jail on 
another charge. 

Neither of these men are professionals, 
bowever, and Government Detective Rogers 
is satisfied that the Napanee burglar was a 
professional. 

An effort will now be made to trace 
Shearin’s movements at the time the murder 
was committed. 

Warden Lavell states that Shearin, while 
in the penitentiary under the name of Jobn 
Kenny, tried to escape several times. He 
also says Kenny wasa very hard case. He 
was continually trying to escape. He served 
two terms, the first for two years, the secon! 
for seven and both for burglary. Still the 
warden did not recognize bis picture,although 
it was a capital likeness.

AT MELLILA 


The Spaniards Atteoked While Throwing 


up Karthworks to Protect the w 
men on the Vort—Meavy lighting 
Roth Sides With Heavy Losses 


Maparp, Oot, 30,—It is announced offi« 
cially that the tribesmen before Melilla be- 
an tiring from their trenches at 4 
Saturday afternoon upon the Spaviarde 
working on the Heights of Sidi Guar iach 

They advanced from tho trenches and 

tried to surround the Spanish forces, which 
were obliged to retire. No further details 
are obtainable, as no press despatches 
have been allowed to pass the eensors at 
Molilly 

To addition to throwing up carthworks, 
the Spaniards were buildiug up redoubte 
about the fort RostroGordo and fort Ca 
brereizos. While they were thus employ 
ed the Riffians began to prepare to give 
thom battle notwithstanding the fact that 
the workmen were protected by the Spanish 
batterios. 

In the afternoon the Riffians opened fire, 
which was anawered by the Spaniards, the 
artillory taking part in the fight. A heavy 
fire was directed against the attacking 
nativos, but tho latter finally compelled the 
troops and the workmen to withdraw into 
the forts. Tho Spanish gunboat Venaidito 
did good service in shelling the Riffians 
gathered on the conat,

THE BAY FISHERIES. 


PROTEOT THE HERRING AND WHITE- 
FISH. 





The Bay of Quinte Enquiry—Superintendent 

Wilmot's Conclusions. 

Orrawa, Oct. 27.—Mr. Samuel Wilmot, 
superintendent of fish culture, has handed 
to Sir O. H. Topper a report of hls exaim- 
ination of the alleged grievances made by 
certain fishermen oporating in the Bay of 
Qainte, more particularly in the divisions 
ander the jarisdiotton of officers Olarke 
and Sills. Mr. Wilmot says he made a 
close inspection of the several fishery 
stations in the divisions mentioned and 
held meetings at Belleville and Napanee to 
hear the statements and complatnta of the 
fishermen in relation to the views enter- 
tained by them regarding cluse seasons, 
alzes of mesh and description of nets to be 
used fo the Bay of Qalinte fisherles, The 
meetings ab Belleville and Napanee were 
very largely attended by fishermen, many 
of whom voluntarily gave thelr evidence 
under oath touching upon bhe subjects 
stated. 

Whilst there was some diversity of 
opinion, says Mr. Wilmot, on the pard of 
certain of the fishermen, the expression was 
general that whitefish came Into the Bay of 
Qainte from Lake Ontarlo expressly for 
spawning purposes. Some fishermen con- 
tended that these fish commenced to spawn 
on the lat of November, and ended exactly 
on the 10ch of November, whilst others 
maintained that they ended their spawning 
operation about the end of November. 
Others again declared that the whole month 
of November was ocoupled in spawnlog by 
whitefish In the Bay of Qainte. Ovher 
fishermen again held that the present close 
season of the moath of November was ‘‘all 
right.” Ib was very evident, the saperin- 
tendent remarked, that those who affirmed 
that the firat 10 days of November covered 
the whole period for spawning were largely 
influenced in thelr statements by a deaslre 
to geb the remaining portion of the month 
freed from the present ‘close season” to 
give them full opportunity to catch herring, 
which they claimed had no closo season set 
aside for them,and, therefore, they shoald be 
permitted bo take them fn November, which 
was the principal season for thelr appear- 
ance In the Bay of Qainte, and spawning 
gurposes also, only that bhe herrlog laid 
thelr eggs a little later than the white- 
fish. 

THE HERRING FISHERIES. 

Mr. Wilmot says that the herring fishery 
of the Bay of Qalnte ts of as great If not 
greater, [mportance to the Inhabitants gen- 
erally than the whitefish fishery. Ib would, 
therefore, seem to bo advisable to have a 
close season established (or else revoke the 
suspension of the order in council now ex- 
leting) for herring more cspeolally ans 
whitefish and herring, are both of tho 
salmonold family, frequenting thatsame lo- 
callties aud coming in from Lake Ontario 
to the Bay of Quinto aboub the samo time 
in November for spawning purposes. 

That the month of November should be 
20 sob aside is evidently tho consensus of 
oplofon among porsons having a knowledge 
of the habits of these fish, Proteotlon ab 
broed{og timon in very ossential, This ts 
admitted by many United States fishery 
commlestons, in which country close sea- 
sons for fish have not beon gonerally 
adopted,

3 From turret, dome and aspire of the 
White City’s palaces hang the ombloma of 
the nitions at mourning height on this, the 
dying day of the World's Columbian Ex 
position, The came and, looking 
towards the sunlit sky of blue, realized 
that not only Chicago mourned, but the 
whole world of humanity as represented at 
the Exposition. 

They found no evidences of rejoicing 
over the crowning Achievement of the age, 
no sounds of aweet music in the court ot 
honor, no merry throngs, no ecolebration— 
stiliness, an unparalloled 
tribute to the memory of Chicago's dead, 
one grand symphony of sympathy for the 
loss of a loving father, an illuatrious faith- 
ful citizen and the chosen chief of a million 
and a half of people. 

The greatest exposition the world has 
ever witnessed died in the same gloom and 
tileuce which porvade the home of the 
offlicted family, and the city, which loved 
and honored him who was slain for no 
cause, 

In the administration offices the chief 
men of the Fair returned to their deske 
with saddened hearts anda gloom hung 
overall, Atll o'clock the committee of 
12, which was chosen to draft the resolu- 
tions which were read to the people in 
Festival Hall, met in President Higgin- 
botham’s office. 

The resolution expressed at some length 
and in the most pathetic language at the 
commissioner's command the general sorrow 
and shock which the tragic ond of the 
World's Fair City’s chief magistrate created 
in the hearts and minds of the national 
commissioners, foreign and state represen- 
tatives, the board of lady managers, the 
exhibitors, the direotors and executive offi- 
cers of the exposition, 

Tho Rey, John Henry Barrow, pastor of 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church, delivered 
the prayer with which the funoral gather- 
ing, us it really was, began.

A Marderous Crank Shoots a Man in New 
York, 





New York, Oct, 81.—An excited work- 
man rushed from the new building of the 
Postal Telegraph Company at Broadway 
and Murray street at 4.10 o’olock yesterday | 
afternoon and called out that a murderow 
crank was at large on the ground floor of 
the building who had alteady shot the 
clerk of the works and threatened murder 
by the wholesale. Officers Michael Mul- 
rooney and Patrick Giblin of the Broadway | 
squad immediately rushed to the spot. 

Inside the building lay Superintendent | 
Frederick L. Mathias, who had charge of | 
the construction for Architects Harvey and 
Gooch. He was bleeding frofusely from a 
bullet wound in the abduméa, The police | 
were told that Matthias’ agsdilant was con 
cealed behind a pile of bricks in the rear + 
the building. By this time the office, 
were reinforced by Policumen McCabe, 
Rooney and Cornell, | 

Giblin advanced towards the man’s hid- 
ing place and ordered him ty come out. A 
pistol shot rang out and ¥ bullet grazed 
the cheek of Policeman MeCabe. Giblino 
mounted another pilo of bricks and opened a 
fusilade in the direction of the man’s hid- 
ing place, which the latter steadily re- 
turned, To ward off the policeman’s shots 
the crank held a brick in his left hand and | 
continued to shoot with his right. The | 
officer mistook the moving brick for the, 
man’s head and wondered why his shots | 
were vot more effective. 

Finally the crank gave an unearthly | 
shriek, jumped from his hiding place and | 
fired three shotein quick succession at the 
policeman, all of which missed their | 
mark, Officers Guiblin and Cornell rushed | 
upon him, seized his pistol and bore him to 
the ground, The revolver was a 44-calibre 
colt pattern, and was atill loaded in three 
Chambers, so the crank must have kept 
loading as he fired, for he discharged in all 
eight shots. Even after being disarmed he | 
fought desperately, and the policemen had 
to use their clubs to overcome him.

The prisoner said bis name was Francis 
Bradley, a laborer, without a home. 

Bradley was wounded twice in the right 
forearm and had also a scalp wound on the 
head, which it waa said had been caused by |

In the afternoon Bradley, who had been 
ordered off the premises, re-entered and 
concealed himsejf between two piles of 
bricks.

Jamos Johnston, Formerly a York Black- 
smith, Cute His Throats, 


NEWTONBROOK, Oct. 31.—News of the 
shocking suicide in the Pense district 
near Rogina, of James Jobnston, a former 
blackswith of Newtonbrook, who left for the 
Northwest to engage in farming, has reached 
bere. 

Jobnston bad beeu drinking heavily of 
late and constantly ill-treated his family. 
So notorious did this fact become that the 
people in the community became justly in- 
dignant at bis conduct and administered to 
his person a coating of tar and feathers, 
He promised to give no more cause of offence, 
but of late ho bad been drinking beavily aud 
had fallen into the old habit of wife-beating 
One night last week tho wife becanie fearful 
for her life and fled to the house of a neigh- 
bor, Subsequently Johnston went to 
soo her. He was allowed a_ private 
juterview; in a little while the wife's surieka 
drew; the inmates of the house, and 
Jobnoston was found with an open kuoifoe, 
threatening to kill ber, The propriotor of 
the house sooured a horse whip and gave 
Jobnston a thorough lashing, The Intter went 
home breathing vengeance against his wife. 
On Friday nighthe was in his own house 
with only bis 12-year-old son with bim, when 
he suddenly drew a razor, placed his back 
against the door—the only place of ogress 
from the bouso—and gashed bis throat.

Mon'rrear, Q., Oct. 31 Sir John Ab 
bott, Ex-Premier of the Dominion, died at 
his residenco in this city shortly before 9 
o'clock last evening. Ho had been in poor 
health for some months, The patient was 
suffering froma species of cancer of the 
bowels und his medical attendants decided 
thatan operation was imperative, This 
operation was perforined a few weeks ago, 
but, though it afforded relief, it brought 
about no permanent coro and Sir Joha 
gradually grew weaker day by day until 
death ended bis suffering [nat evening. 
His end was peaceful and he was surround- 
ed in his last moments by all the members 
of his family. 

Funeral will take place in Montreal on 
Thursday afternoon and the remains will 
be interred in Mount Royal Com etery. 


A Brief Diographion! sketoh of Sir J. J.C, 
Abbott. 

Jonn J. Caldwell Atvbott was born 71 years 
go in the rectory of St. Androw’s Parish, 
County of Argenteull, Quebec, His father 
wasthe Rev. Joreph Abbott, M.A., who 
in 1818 came from England and settled 
at St. Andrew's as the first Anglican incum- 
bent, The elder Abbott, atera brief resj- 
devee at St. Andrew's, i): :rried Harriet, 
daughter of the Rev. Richar.i Bradford, ree- 
tor of the adjoining parieh of Chatham. The 
union resulted in the birth of a son on March 
12, 1821. Careful training at the band of his 
father, with the intent of entering upon a 
university course, ocoupied the first few 
years of tho future statesman’s life, which 
possed uneventful votil he went to Montreal 
and matriculated at MoGill College. Here bis 
course gradually opened out for bim, and 
after several years of close application, dur- 
ing which bis life was une of study—iudus- 
trious and ardent—he graduated a B.O.L. 
He at once entered upon the study of law, 
und in his 27th year was called to the bar of 
Lower Canada. These were stirring times in 
the political history of Canada. Two years 
after Mr. Abbott commenced his practice o 
Montreal mob burned the Parliament House 
and practically drove the Governor out of 
the city, There is no record, however, that 
Mr, Abbott took much more than the com- 
inon interest in these events. He is on record 
as mixing in politics at this time, for his name 
bas come down as one of the signers of 
the pow famous annexationist manifesto 
of 1849. High Tory as be was and suffi- 
ciently interested in ourrent events to 
take this step it is not apparent that he 
followed itup by taking a prominent part 
in politics, For several years he devoted 
bimsel€ chiefly to commercial law and baild- 
ing up 4 reputation for shrewdness and 
caution, Thev, as now, be was reckoned a 
safe an with whom to take counsel, a man 
little likely to risk all on one throw of 
fortuoe’s dice, It was not until 185¥ that he 
entered political life as member for his native 
county in the Assembly of Canada. From 
that time onward he took an active part in 
the transactions of the House, notably in 
reference to commercial matters. He was 
made a Q.C. in 1862, and for a short time 
wasa member of the Sandfield Macdonald 
Ministry as Solicitor-Genera), In 1864, after 
a good deal of research, be introduced and 
fought through the House the Iosolvent 
Act, probably bis chief work as a legislator. 
The act has been amended at various times, 
but in the bill of Mr. Abbott the foundation 
of future legislation was laid. The success- 
ful carrying tbrough of this measure 
added greatly to his reputation both 
as a lawyer and ao legislator. As father 
of the Insolvency Act be was consult- 
oj by mavy seeking to enforce ite provisions 
and his practice increased greatly. In 1867, 
upon Confederation, Mr. Abbott was re- 
turned to the House of Commons, and cou- 
tinued to take great interest in legal ques— 
tions that came up in the House. In the 
negotiations of the syndicate of which Sir 
Hucb Allan was chief for the Paciflo Rail- 
way charter, Mr. Abbott acted as counsel, 
aud through bis confidential clerk’s treach- 
ery—or patriotic spirit—it was that the 
inmous private Correspondence which caused 
the Pacific scandal saw the light. Io the 
defeat of the Government at that time Mr, 
Abbott shared and from 1874 to 1880 was 
without a seat in Parliament. He was 
returied once more in the latter year 
and sat through the Parliament of 1883-87, 
Retiring theo, be was subsequently elevated 
to the Senate, which has now and again 
brought before public notice, He was Gov- 
erument leader in the Senate and one of the 
most vigorous members of “‘the Lords,” 
The legislative achievements of Sir J. J. C. 
Abbott was chiefly along the line of bis first 
work Next to the Insolvency Act the 
measure by which his reputation was 
most enbanced is the Jury Law Consolida- 
tion Act for Lower Canada. Another im- 
portant matterin which he took part was 
the defining of the powers of the lieutenant- 
governors. Io company with Hon. H, L. 
Lavgevin (uow Sir Hector) he went to Eug- 
land in 1879 on the mission which resulted in 
the dismissal of Lieut.-Governor Letellier of 
Quebec for exceeding his power aud govern— 
ing without the advice of the Ministry of the 
day. 

Sir Jobn Macdonald passed away ou Juno 
6, 1891, and on the 14th Sir Jobn Abbott was 
called upon to forma ministry. At the 
clo-e of the ensuing session he visited England 
end France in soarch of health, Failing to 
find any benefit be cabled bis resignation on 
Noy. 25, 1892. He returned to Canada some 
time afterwards and spent the last fow 
months of bis life battling with disease at bis 
country residence near Montreal. 

In private life Sir John Abbott was an 
ornlable gentlemen, and suyrounded bimself 
with many friends. He married in 1849 
Mary, daughter of the late Dean Bethune of 
Montreal

Bub now, silver, 
falllng to its proper value, perhapa 75 cents 
an ounce, . confidence would be restored 
andthe mines of Northern Oatarlo would 
have ample capital to develop them. The 
gold mines of the Saltana Company and 
others at Rat Portege were now making 
money, and all things indicated that the 
“North Oountrle,” {nstead of declining, 
must expand and develop with a rapidity 
that woald amaze the old ‘‘fogy” districts 
of the south and east.—Montreal Star, 
Saturday.
